On the contrary, it is through a 
reinvigorated College, buttressed with the knowledge of the 
Community's interest in its welfare, that we are best likely 
to achieve our object. The Community must no longer 
regard the College as a sort of penny-in-the slot affair, from 
which a machine-made article can be drawn when the need arises. 
The Community must put itself into the position of being able 
to take the most intimate interest in the affairs of the College, the 
curriculum and the spirit in which the institution is directed. 
That cannot be-the case so long as its financial—and moral— 
support is derived from a bare handful of subscribers. We were 
told in March that the College then could count only some four 
hundred names on its -ubseription list, that practically the who'e 
of them were London residents, and that only twoorthree Congre- 
gations were subscribers. This is an impossible state of affairs. 
The CHIeF RABBI has now very properly assumed the task of 
endeavouring to remedy it. He must succeed. No Congre- 
gation in this country can afford to neglect his appeal if it 
desires to see the next gen’ration of children entrusted to 
worthy spiritual guides. The appeal must be as strong to the 
overseas Congregations within the Empire, stronger, perhaps, 
isolated as many of them are from other centres of Jewish 
influence. Weare glad that the Caley RABBI has addressed him-

of the reply of Sir Samuél Hoare to Colonel Wedgwood in the House 
of Commons. He described the riots as “ Disturbances between 
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Arabs and Jews,’ but the caution of this phrase was evidently 
dictated by the scantiness of the information supplied to him, for 
he admitted to Lord Winterton, who asked “whether the attacks 
were made by Arabs on the Jews” that he would require to make 
further enquiries. If, indeed, the Jews were the unoffending 
victims, it must be galling indeed to see the question of blame so 
diplometically side-tracked. Further letters received from Aden 
by THE JEWISH CHRONICLE show that the Jews strenuously 
repudiate the allegation which appears to have served cs the 
provocation for the outbreaks, that refuse was flung intaythe 
courtyard of a mosque from a Jewish house. It appears, too, 
that a sense a cp at the prospect of further attacks 
still prevails. is to be hoped that the local authorities will leave 
no stone unftiirned to promote tranquillity. It is fervently to be 
hoped, too, that responsible Jewish and Arab leaders will do their 
utmost to prevent this unfortunate affair from having repercussions 
in.a wider sphere, for that it has more than a purely local signifl- 
cance no evidence worth considering bas been advanced. 


“ Reviver of the Hebrew Language.” 
Though filial piety led Ehud Ben Yehuda, in his eloquent 


address to the Tarbut Association last week, to endeavour to secure 


a re-valuation of his father’s rolitical ideas with regard to the 
development of the Yishur, it is likely that posterity will continue 
to see in Eliezer Ben Yehuda the “ Reviver of the Hebrew Lan- 
guage’ (as the inscription on his tombstone so proudly recalls), 
and not “the first Chalutz.” It was surprising, however, to learn 
that even in Palestine, Eliez°-r Ben Yehuda’s name seems to be in 
danger of passing into quasi-oblivion. One can search in vain, we 
were told, in any of the Palestine schools for a portrait of the man, 
and bis name is not, as one might have ingenuously believed, a house- 
hold word. It may well be that the controversy and bitter polemics 


in which he was at times involved have led toa disparagement of his | 
life work. Even as :egards his philological activities, criticism has 


not been wanting, and there are some who find in many points of 
detail a certain lack ofa true Hebrew “ Sprachgefiihl.” Neverthe- 
less, those who knew Ben Yehuda, the singleness of aim and the 
indomitable courage with which he yursued his life work, a super- 
human burden borne by shoulders all too frail, andare able to judge 
more or less dispassionately the miracle he was enabled to work in 
recreating the languege of a people, will not wit) hold from him 
their admiration nor omit to dotheir best to perpetuate his memory. 


It is fitting that with the approaching tenth Jahrzcit of Ben 
Yehuda’s deatb, our attention should once more be drawn to tke 
great Dictionary, the Thesaurus totius Hebraitatis, which foyms bis 
telf-raised Mazzevah, “ yfcre lasting than bronze.” The ninth 
volume is now in the Press, and but a small amount of money is 
lacking to enable it to see the light of day. Like its predecessors, it 
is dedicated to the memory of one cf those munificent patrons who 
provided funds fcr the production of the werk. In this case it is 
the Jate Lord Melchett, who, indeed, bad provided what was thought 
to be a suflicient sum for this volume. Unhappily, owing to the 
recent economic disturbances and unavoidabledelays, Lord Melchett's 
gift now needs supplementing. We trust that those who have the 
vision to see that the things of the mind are as deserving objects for 
their munificence as the more material needs of the National Home: 
will seize the opportunity that is presented to them. The work is to 
be completed in twelve volumes, so that three more, containing the 
last six letters of the alphabet, have yet to be put into the Press, 
If the volumes are to ke attacked one by one, ecme £2,C00 will be 
required for cach, but if the work of producing the three could be 
undertaken simultanecusly, a total of {£3,000 will suffice. Past 
experience has shown that even co large astm is not incapable of 
keing provided by our Maecenages, in the true Jewish tradition, and 
it would be a worthy celebration of the tenth Jahkrzcit if the 
completion of the work could be anncunced as assured. 


The Sense of Humcur in Palestine. 

One would hardly expect to find in the Annual Report of the 
Palestine Department of Education a measure of the extent to which 
the rense of humour is developed among the Jewish population, 
but there is, and a very sound one. The Department received during 
the year 1930-1931, in accordance with the Press Law, copies of 
865 tooks and pamphlets, and 76 periodicals, These are tabulated 
in'the Report according to the languages in which they are published 
and the subjec's with which they deal. Of the periodicals, fifty- 
seven are published in Hebrew (as against ten in English, six in 
Arabic, and one each in Armenian, Yiddish and French). No less 
than eighteen of tlie Hebrew periodicals are classified ag. 


“Humorous”! If the old adage; “The air of Palestine makes one 
wise ” is true, Wisdom and the Comic Muse go hand in hand, as 
indeed they should. The sense of humour is a very necessary 
corrective to the exaggerated importance that is apt to be attached 
to trivial things on so small a stage, where the Parish Pump is apt 
to bulk as large as Mount Sinai. 


A Scholar King. 


The death last Saturday of Dom Manoel de Braganza, thirty- 
fifih and last King of Portugal, must have stirred a note of 
recollection in many a Jewish heart. For it was with his 
deposition in 1910 that the old order of things in Portugal, uncer 
which Jewish life had known such heights of glory and such 
depths of oppression, definitely passed away. Like his cousin, 
Dom Pedro of Brazil (Editor of the vernacular Chansons of the 
Jews of Provence), the late king in his exile turned his attention to 
matters literary, in which the Jewish element was not overlooked, 
His collection of early Portuguese printed books was unique ; and the 
sumptuously produced catalcgue of his library, to which he devoted 
in later years the whole of his energies, is likely to remain classical 
as a work of reference. Dom Manoel’s interest inthe Jews in their 
relation to Portuguese history and litcrature was profound. As is 
well known, it was they who first introduced the art of printing 
into Portugal in the fifteenth century. ‘ihe ex-king’s library thus 
contains some priceless examplez of Portuguese-Het rew incunabula, 
These are minutely and learnedly described in the first volume of 
his catalogue, which contained also an important monograph on 
Abraham Zacuto, the famous Jewish astronomer, The second 
volume which appeared by a tragic coincidence only a few days 
ago, comprises a lengthy section upon the Usque family of Ferrara 
and their activity as printers and authors. In consequence of 
these interests; the late king’s name became familiar in the Jewish 
world: indeed, an article from his pen actually appeared in the 
American Jewish Press. Among his literary projects, there was a 
detailed biography of his predecessor, Dom Manoel the Fortunate, 
author of the Forced Conversion (misnamed the Expulsion) of 
Portuguese Jewry in 1457: a fundamental work which should have 
thrown a geod deal of fresh light upon that tragic event. In his 
exile, the ex-king lived up to the classical Rabbinic adage, bearing 
his afflictions with res gnation, and bis death will be deplored as a 
real loss to Jewish as well as to Poriuguese schclarsbip.

SAMUNOV (Latvia). 

Rabbi Ephraim Samunov, for thirty years Rav of Windau, 
Latvia, died in Riga last week at the age of seventy-two. The 
deceased was a well-known figure in Eastern European Jewry, both 
on account of his erudition and his comniunal activities. As a 
student of the Yeshivah of Volozin, Rabbi Samunov, in conjunction 
with his colleagues, took an active part in fostering the Jewish 
National Movement. He published several Rabbinical responsa. 
Afier the War, he was appointed a representative (honorary) of 
the Joint Distribution Committee for Latvia. He married 
daughter of Rabbi Haim Berlin (of Moscow and subsequently At 
Jerusalem) ason of the famous Rabbi Naftali Zvi Jehuda Berfin. 
His wife predeceased tim in 1915. Rabbi Samunov is survived by 
three sons, one of whom is Mr. I. Samunov, the Chairman of the 
Tarbut Organisation in this country, and one daughter who is the 
wife of Mr, E. Halevy, President of the Young Mizrachi Organisation 
in England and Principal of the Dalston Talmud Torah,

By the sudden death of Abraham Mason, in his seventieth year, the 
North Manebester Syna¢ogue has lost one of its oldest, most respected 
and valued members.

and sincere friendship will always remain with me as one of my treasured 
memories, 


THe LATE Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH (Jerusalem). 
Dr. A. EICHHOLZ writes: 


Herbert Bentwich, in his passing, stands out asa ¢reat figure in the 
memory of those whose privilege it was to enjoy his friendship, He will 
be remembered among his intimates first and foremost as a great‘ home 
builder, planning and founding with the sweetest and dearest friend of us 
alla tradition of Jewish family life without parallel in modern Anglo- 
Jewry. Schechter once remarked to me as we stood on his threshold: 
“This man’s home is fall of Torah.” This home he shared readily and 
amply with a vast body of friends bidden to enjoy his hospitality in the 
name of ali that belongs to Jc wish culture. In the world of communal 
affairs we knew him as a trenchant fighter giving himself strennously to 
the advancement of his convictions. Such was his nature, however, that 
he was ever able to retain the protagonists of the other side in the bonds of 
closest friendship. The world will remember him best asa sturdy leader 
in the fight for Zion. Long before Herzl appeared, Herbert Bentwich 
played a powerful part in Chovevi Zion, of which I treasure memories 
reaching back to my undergraduate days over forty years ago. Aud now he 
will find his last rest in peace where the yearning of a life-time will know 
its fulfilment, 


Mr. Louris ZANGWILL writes: 


Mr. Bertram B. Benas affords us a picture, in the last issue of THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, of Mr. Herbert Bentwich’s enthusiastic activity in 
the Temple in relation to causes he had at heart. May I be permitted to 
touch upon another enthusiasm of his which also permeated the Temple, 
though strictly “after hours”? The figure of Mr. Bentwich was a 
familiar one there to the eye, and I often came face to face with him 
within the precincts and, if it was of an evening, he was generally on his 
way to some appointment in chambers—to play chess! He had several 
distinct opponents, scattered over the two Inns, whom he used to patronize 
in that way. There would be a rather wistful and slightly absent-minded 
look on his face, but he would nod and throw out: “I am going to Walter 
Stewart's to play chess!” or to“ Herbert Jacobs,” as the case might be. 
Mr. Bentwich was of a conservative ereed—politically and seocially-——but 
the natural play of his mind would assert itself and another philosophy peep 
out, in which the yalues of things human were perceived in other lights 
and with a direct simplicity and spontaneity. So that, despite this 
official conservatism, his outlook in many respects was quite unfettered. 


Rabbi Dr. SamMurL DAICHES writes: 

He was ene of our best. I have known him for nearly three decades, 
and I have never seen him waver, Herbert cor see was constant. He 
was constant in his love for Judaism, his adherence to his faith, his 
attachm: nt to his people, his devotion to Zionism. At Zionist Congresses, 
on the Actions Committee, at public gatherings, at private meetings, at 
Zionist deliberations, at Maccabean Conferences, everywhere and at all 
times he was striving for one aim: a happier Jewry in a happier Pales- 
tine. He never seemed to grow old. With what youthful enthusiasm he 
established and largely kept up the Society for Jewish Jurisprudence! 
He gave also of his time and energy to the B'nai B'rith in this country, 
of which he was ove of the founders. He was happy in his home-life. 
If sorrow came—and it came more than once to him—he bore it with 
fortitude. The light of Jewishness burnt bright!y in his sonl. Now the 
light has gone out. But the glow that it spread will be visible for many 
a year along the path which he trod, 


Mr. GEORGE WEBBER (Chairman of Committee, Society for Jewish 
Jurisprudence), writes: 


I first met Herbert Bentwich seven years ago, when he—a young man 
of seventy years—was engaged in founding anew movement. Bringing 
to that enthusiastic January meeting in the Inner Temple, men distin- 
guished in different spheres, Sir Leslie Scott, the late Professor Hugh 
Bellott, A. M. Langdon (the first President) and R. E. L. Vaughan 
Williams (the present President) in 1926 he founded the Society for 
Jewish Jurisprudence. Until he left for Palestine in October, 1929 (when 
he was elected an Hon. Vice-President), Herbert Bentwich was 
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Chairman of the Committee and the master spirit. One marvelled 
at his energy and courage. Jewish law was to bo treated from 
the scientific, not from the apologetic, ;oint of view ; it was @ branch 
of the study of comparative law, important for non-Jewish and Jew! 28 
echolars alike. He-secured a steady stream of Papers dealing 
with a Se eacain legal topics, ancient ard modern. academic and 
practical. The LAW JOURNAL and the LAW T)/MES amply) reported the 
Society's work ; his influence secured publication of the p:pers in the 
JOURNAL OF COMPARATIVE LEGISLATION and the ¢ URIDICAL REVIEW. 
His creat'on received the hall mark ofa learneé society and the work 
heeame known to the legal world. In 1929, Uxe TRANSACTIONS (1926—9), 
edited by the Chairman and seen by him through the Press. was i suc din 
a bound volume. But for Herbert Bentwich, the Society for Jewish 
Jur sprudence would never hsve achieved that w At his invitation, 
Sir Maurice Hill presided at Dr. Daiches’ Paper cn Divorce; ard the 
late Lord Phillimore was in tne Chair at the Chicf Rabbi's paper on 
Ancient Semitic Ccdes. Herbc rt Bentwich believed and made others 
believe. He worked valiantly and nothing could stand before his will. 
To have known such a man and to bave been privileged with his friend- 
ship is an enduring joy. 


Mr. M. J. writes: 

I well recall what a tremendous influence Herbert Bentwich had on 
the young intellectual Jewry of my time. When the Juvenile Maccabears 
organised the first big Young Zicnist concert at the Peo; le’s Palac , he 
presided as the Grand Pres dent of the Order, and liberally supported us 
with fands: and when regular courses of Jewish Jectures were arranged 
at To, nbee Hall for the first time, he gave us a good deal of his leisure. 
Later he became first President of the London Ut: iversity Zionist 
Society, and his son, Mr. Norman Ben' wich, its first Chairman. But it 
was especially within his home that I tinly learned to admire 
this sterling type of modern Jcw, who combined Jewish Orthodoxy 
and militant Zionism with a h'ghly successful legal career. Very few 
among us have the moral grit or the means to realise the lofty aims ls 
set before us; for he, at least, was able to translate his Zionism into a 
living reality ; he went to settle in Palestine and, in addition, he saw to 
it that his children should settle there also. 


Preaching in the Hampstead Synagogue on Sabbath last, in the 
absence through illness of Dayan Gollop, the Rev. A. A. Green referred 
tothe death of Mr. Heibert Bentwich, who was one of the founders of the 
Synagogue, and, jointly with Mr. Frank I. Lyons, its first Ward.n. Mr. 
Bentwich, he said, wa: oten a difficult man; but he was an intensely 
sincere Jewish idealist, loyal, sclf-sacrificing and a staunch friend. ! ong 
before the later possibilities of Zic nist development were ever dreamed 
of, he was Zionist tothe core. Totiimi wasa religious ideal te'ore it 
was visualised as a political achievement. He had founded the B'nai 
B'rith in this country after the proposal to establish it had been tuined 
down, sincerely enough, by the leaders of the Community who lacked 
the imagination to see its possibilities. His was the kind of life that built 
up the towers of communal history by contributing to the solidity of their 
foundation. 


THE LATE Mr. SYDNEY DE HAAS. 


Mr. B. A, Fersat (Member of the Executive Committee Order 
Achei Brith) writes: 

‘lhe Friendly Society movement has suffered a great loss by the 
death of Mr. S\dne. E. de Haas, but to the Achei brith, the loss is 
grcater. It is an irre'rievable loss. Unlike many of the leading men in 
the movement, Mr. de Haas was a member cf only one organisation—the 
Achei Brith. Friendly S: ciety work was a passion with him.. He knew 
how much the community needed such organisations, and he did not 
spare himself in f rthering the interests of the movement. He worked 
with all his heart and all his might, as a man wih an absorbing passion 
would do. Quite early in his career as a member he gained office in 
his own Lodge, and secured election to the Grand Lodge. ‘lhere, he 
impressed everybody with his desire to serve his fellow members. The 
Order will not.readily find another member so eager to serve it. Itis 
difficult to conceive the Executive Council without Mr. de Haas. But 
his example sbould prove an inspiration to others to emulate him. 

Mr. PERCY COHEN writes: 

Perhaps I may be permitted, as an old friend of Sydney de Haas, to 
write a word of respect to his memory. He was a valient defender of 
Jewish ri, hts, a loyal and devoted champion of the under-dog, and a 
great-hearted worker in any cause which claimed his sympathy. For 
many years | was brought much into contact with him, and although he 
may have ali natcd sympathies and « estroycd friendships by an acid 
toncue, he hada heart of gold and performed much good werk for his 
people. At his Order, at the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies 
and at the Jewish Board of Deputies he always strove and fought for 
principle; and however much one disagreed with him, his motives were 
always transparently honest. He generally fought in the “last ditch,” 
but he invariably emerged to do battle again. An intense believer in 
Jewish democracy, he worked strenuously to advance the interests and 
status of the Friendly Societies, and to my own knowledge made many 
sacrifices on behalf of the two Convalescent Homes at Birchington and 
Shoyswell. At the former Home, the pioneer Institution, he entered 
enthusiastically into the minutest details of admini tration, and he was 


always, and deservedly, proud of the great success which it afterwards 
won. 


; Dr. SALOMON MINTZ, one of the mst able Jewish surgeons in 
Warsaw, has died there at the age of seventy-one. The deceased was 
one of the founders of the “ Bnai Zion ” Organisation in the last century, 
and was the author of several works on the subject of the hygiene of 
Jews. He was a member of the Bnai B’rith Lodge, in Poland, and was 
instrumental in the building of a Jewish Home for Jewish Students, in 
Warsaw.

of Mr, SALOMON Foons 


, one of the most popular members of the theatrical 


profession, and for some ycars, till his demise, director of the Plantage 
Theatre in that c'ty.

Mr. ARTHUR ISAAC, who died recently in Amsterdam, was founder of 
the “Bij nkorf,” the famous departiuental stores of Amsterdam, the 
Hague and Rotterdam. ‘lhe deceased was a liberal supporter of Jewish 
philanthropic w. rk.

Fewer Jews—or More? 


| be a recent article in an American Jewish publication, I came 

across a statement which, I must confess, surprised me. The 
Jewish people, said the writer, are increasing in number at the rate 
of 120,000 a year. On the same day on which this remarkable 
calculation came into my hands, the vital statistics of England and 
Wales for the first quarter of the present year were published. 
They showed a birth-rate the lowest ever recorded for this period 
of the. year—in fact, ® birth-rate which was actually exceeded by 
the death-rate, though it must be admitted that the latter is usually 
high during the first quarter. But figures lei:ve no doubt as to 
the declining number of births in this country. ‘ Eight years ago, 
the birth-rate was 19.3 per thousand. Last year it had fallen to 15.8. 
In the same period, the death-rate bad only dropped from 12.6 to 
12.8. In Greater London, according to the Census figures just 
published, two-person and three-person families now account for 
nearly fifty per cent of all families. A similar tendency to 
fewer births is shown elsewhere. Germany's increase of popula- 
tion, which was three millions in the years 1911-24, sank in the 
following four years to 1,180,000. Berlin's and Dresden's birth-rates 
are, I read, actually little more than half that of London. Chicago's 
is lower than England's. The vital statistics of France bave long 
been a subject ofcomment. Yet, in the face of such facts, we are 
asked to believe that the Jewish population of the world is rising 
at the not inconsiderab‘e rate of 120,000 a year. Is this, I wonder, 
a correct estimate ? 


Soc# figures as I find available do not, by any means, confirm it. 

For the years 1825-50, the Jewish world population showed, it is 
true, an increase of 1.81 per cent. In the ‘ollowing thirty years, this 
rose to 2.03 per cent. But then a decline in the rate of increase set in. 
Between 1880 and 1900, it fell to 1.92 per cent, and from 1900 to 1925 
to only 1.58 per cent. Is this tendency continuing, or is the decline 
still not steep enough to prevent the margin of increase which my 
American contemporary reports? If one were to take the figures for 
Germany, one could not but be very sceptical on the latter point. 
For instance in Prussia, in the year 1911, there was an excess of 
Jewish births over deaths amounting to 368. . Seventeen years later 
~—in 1928—the process was reversed, and 1633 more Jews died than 
were born. Or take these facts—for the period 1822-40 the Jewish 
birth-rate per 1,000 was 35.5. In 1927 this had fallen precipitately 
to 111. My esteemed colleague, “ Benammi,” who dealt with this 
very question some eighteen months ago, showed that, in all 
Germany, the Jews experienced, in the period 1911-24, a loss in 
numbers of 18,000. In the next four years—1925-28—this diminished 
to 5,100; but the figure was still on the wrong side. 


QE ought not, of course, to generalise from a single country. 

But, unless I am mistaken, the figures for Austria and 
Hungary would tell a similar story; and, in any case, it 
seems unlikely that Jews, an imitative people. living in teeming 
industrialised urban centres—something like a third of our people 
are concentrated in fifteen of the great cities of the world—would 
be proof against the influences at work in those centres. Here, in 
Great Britain—at all events among the better-to-do classes in 
London—the evidence of one’s own eyes is sufficient to convince one 
that Jews are as much smitten with the craze for small families, or 
no families at all, as any other section. of the population. Is it 
improbable that this “flight from the cradle,” as it has been 
picturesquely called, is equally marked among Jewries abroad? 
Let it not be forgotten, too, in making estimates of the 
Jewish population, that the Jew is subject to forces of erosion 
from which others are immune. There are the factors of 
drift and assimilation, which are taking their toll with 
little or no check in the present conditions of inertia. There 
is the deadly influence of inter-marriage, as to which some 
startling figures have come into my hands. In Germany, for 
instance, in the years 1901-4, just on eight Jews out of every hundred 
marrying took a non-Jewish partner. In 1927 the figure rose from 
eight to 21.83. In Copenhagen, the comparable figures rose from 
2184 in 1900 to 81.26, five years later; in Amsterdam. from five in 
1899-1908, te 13.20 in 1926-7 (pearly treble the number!). In 
Hungary, the rate of increase is startling—from 2.70 in 1895-99 to 
1246 in the year 1926. Im Frankfort, the figure was fourteen, in 
the period 1926-7, as against 6.78 in 1876-80. In the case of New 
York, the figure for the years 1908-1912 was 1.17. For the year 1912 
they were, among Jews of French origin, 6.54; German origin, 5.16; 
Datch, 4; English, 347; and in the case of American-born Jews, 
4.26. What reason is there to suppose that since 1912 the process 
has slackened rather than been accelerated ? 


OR should other forces be left out of account in considering 

the numbers of the Jewish population—the increasing 
employment of Jewish women in trade and business (a tendency 
of recent growth among us!), the desire to marry later 
in life, and the intensification of the struggle for existence, coupled

with the longing for better living conditions, which makes marriage 
impossible for many and produces the growing and tragic army of 
spinsters we see all around us. Even the disproportion between the 
numbers of the two sexes, amounting to some one-and“three-quarter 
millions in this country, may, if Jews present the same phenomenon 
—a point on which I have no information—possibly enter into the 
question under consideration. . 


HOPE that nobody will airily dismiss the whole subject as a 

matter of what is usually called “ dry statistics.” It raises ques- 
tions of far-reaching and vital import to the race. Many would be 
found to ho!'d that a people of dwindling numbers is a people of 
diminishing vital force, and if the diminution is attributable to such 
factors as birth control, inter-marriage, drift and apostasy, it throws 
down a challenge to Jews which they will shirk at their peril. There 
may be some who think that it matters little whether a people is a 
few millions more or less numerous. Especially might they argue 
60 in the case of a people like the Jews, whose numbers are often 
an annoyance to those among whom they live, and whose masses in 
some cases are fighting what almost amounts to a losing battle for 
daily bread. But that is surely the gospel of defeatism. To be relieved 
because the size of your population no longer offends its neighbours 
is to surrender to anti-social prejudice. To feel a sense of satis- 
faction because there are fewer mouths to feed is to bow to evil 
conditions instead of struggling to correct them. Moreover, a 
diminution in numbers brought about by some of the causes I have 
enumerated is a process which should fill us with the least 
satisfaction of all, for not only is it a denial of essentials 
in Jewish life, but one which, left uncontrolled, might not 
merely reduce our numbers but carry us well on the road to 
extinction. It may be, of course, that my assumption as to the 
dwindling rate of increase, and- possibly an actually dwindling 
total, in the case of Jews, resting, as it does, partly on a citation 
of social tendencies, is erroneous. I do not think if is, but 
the fact that no definite figures appear to be available—at least, I 
know of none—points to a real gap in our information. If there is 
anything better than estimates available I should be glad to know.

New Reader—Difficulties. 


THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE AND IMPORTED CHAZANIM. 


In connection with the recent appointment by the Congregation 
of the Rev. H. L. Bornstein, of Warsaw, to be Rader, a largely 
attended meeting of the members was held at the Synagogue Class- 


rooms on Tuesday evening to discuss the position that has arisen 
since the Annual Meeting. 


Mr. A. Morris, the Warden, who was in the Chair, welcomed to 
the meeting Sir Robert Waley Cchen and Mr. Otto M. Schiff, 
representing the Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue. The 
Chairman, in the course of his statement on thé situation, said 
that his and his colleagues’ actions had been perfectly regular uad 
constitutional in every step in their appointment of Mr. Bornstein. 
They had applied to the United Synagogue for assistance and were 
told to approach the Home Office for further particulars regarding 
a permit for Mr. Bornstein to come to live in England. He had 
again written to the Home Office, but had received no acknowledg- 
ment. He gathered that there would be great difficulty in obtaining 
a permit unless they could get the United Synagogue to help them. 

Mr. J. CASH said that the chief objection to Mr. Rornstein seemed to 
be that a gentleman had acted as his agent, and that payment had been 
madeto Mr. Pornsteia for Services he had conduc ed after his arrival 
in this country. If the Great Synagogue could elect its Reader, the 
Rev. Mr. Rivilis, without trouble, why did not the United Synagogue 
allow Brondesbury to obtain a Reader? % Chief Rabbi had given 


Mr. Bornstein his certificate of fitness, and surely that was enou_h 
for the United Synagogue to support them. 


Fereign Ninisters and the Youth. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN said that when the United Synagcguoe 
were asked about the appointment of a religious officer, they took into 
consideration whether such an officer would be likely toinflvence the lives 
of the young people. His experience was that men who had been broucht 
up in foreign sur: oundings for thirty or forty years, whose attitude of mind 
was form: d in surroundings prevailing in a foreign country, would find it 
exceedingly difficult to attune themselves to the needs of the young or to 
influencg their lives. He did not feel it was a good plan for a Synagocue 
like PErconiesbury to appoint a religious officer from abroad before he had 
an opportunity to attune himself to English conditions. The Advisory 
Committee bad expressed similar views but the Synigogue had 
rejected their advice, as it was perfectly entitled to. 

Mr. 8S. N. LIPMAN said that Sir Robert had referred to the influence 
on young people if such a Chazan was appointed. What about the Great 
Synagogue and Stamford Hill? (Cheers:. Mr. Bornstein’s candidature 
had been discussed by the Advisory Committee and he had been ek cted 
almost unamimously by the Congregat:on. 

Mr. AUBREY FISH said that it was not the intention of the Congrega- 
tion to quarrel with Sir Robert or Mr. Schiff. All they needed them and 
the United Synagogue to do was to facilitate the entry of their Chazan, 
for ninety-nine per cent. of the Congregation desired him. 

Mr. OTTO M. SCHIFF siid that Mr. Bornstein had made a mistake in 
coming to this country and receiving payment for apnea ing on a concert 
platform. His adviee to the Brondesbury Congregation was to hold over 
their application until, say, next Pesach, to give Mr. Boinstein an oppor- 
tunity to learn English. 

Mr. MORRIS said that Sir Robert puta ban on any importation of 
foreign Chazanim into this country. He thought that Sir Robert had 
overstepped the mark, 

Sir ROBERT said he did not object to foreigners, for most of their 
forbears came from abroad. No one had a right to point the finger of 
scorn at a foreigner. He felt a little hurt that such an opinion had 
been held of him, 

After further discussion, it was decided to leave the matter in the 
hands of the Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue and the Brondesbury 
Synagogue. 

A vote of thanks to Sir Robert and Mr. ‘Schiff was moved by Mr. 
Lipman and enthusiastically carried.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,— Your issue of June 3rd last I found both very interesting and 
instructive, of how things should not be dene, and at the same time why 
First “ Watchman” 
refers to the Shibboleth and Sib: oleth of the Neasden residents. Then we 
have the enlightening reports of the United Synagogue Elections. I would 
refer mainly to those at Brondesbury and Cricklewood. In all these 
cases we have the wanton interference of the United Synagogue, as if the 
local bodies could not manage their own affairs. If the United Synagogue 
desire the appointment of a dictator let them say so and not worry the 
local bodies by the.r interference, simply direct local bodics to find the 
funds and the dictator will magically do the remainder. At the present 
time this is what in practice is being endeavoured with more or les3 
success. Some put up a fight as at Brondesbury, others, as at Crickle- 
wood, bow cowa and take instructions, and most religiously see they are 
adopted, willy-nilly, whatever the desires and wishes of the members. 
But I think thatif care be not taken, this procedure may overshoot the 
mark; and the local members may kick and refuse to ficd the where withal 
to carry on, unless they have a say on how their monies are to bo 
expended. 

Read the reports of the United Synagogue Council meetines. For 
what do they meet, if not but to register the opinions of the Executive ? 
Independent views the members are not allowed. Therefore, in view 
of the present economy stunt, would it not be as well if the Council did 
not meet, but authorised the Executive to carry on and save time and 
expense ? 

At Neasden, a most extraordinary and absolutely unprecedented 
procedure by the United Synagogue has been adopted. The local 
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body, for reasons best known to themselves, joined the Federation. At 
once the Uni ed Synagogue gave the burial rights to a dissatisfied body 
that had and has no local, and does not meet anywhere for religious 
purposes, simply on its underteking that Educational Classes would be 
s'arted. Is this Jewish? IL wonder tf the United Synagogue dictators 
always show so much rea iness to aid local bodies that have no local ;: or 
are maby more stringeut regulations made? 

In the case of Neasden the explanation may be the wish to crowd out 
the Federation. In the other eases, perhaps, an explanation is that the 
dictators know the poor quality of the home brew, and try, in the case cf 
Brondesbury by pettifogging restrictions, in the case of Crick ewood by 
debasing salary to near starvation and vanishing point, to prevent the 
best men Jewry can produce being appointed. This method cannot lead 
to the strengthening and uplifting of Anglo-Jewry, but only to its dis- 
integration. Is it surprising that those who know something of 
the goings-on behini the scenes in tne various organisations become 
indifferent, aye, disgusted at what they consider the miserable failures 
. of the would-be heads and dictators ?

New Synagogue Hebrew and Religion Classes. 


The Annual Meeting of Subscribers to the Classes was held last week. 
Mr. 8. Terr, Chairman of the Education Committee, who presided, 
mentioned that there were eight Classes with 350 ehildren on the roll. 
The progress of the Classes could be judged by the following successes of 
the pupils in examinations open to pupils of all Classes: 

Jews’ College Teachers’ Examinations: Parts I. and II. of the Middle 
Grade: Stanlev Goldberg passed with distinction and was awarded the prize of 
£10 10s. Part I. of the Middle Grade: Myer Silverstone and Gerald Goliberg. 
Uni. nof Hebrew and Religion Classes: The “ F. 8. Spiers” Memorial Prize of 
£10 10s., Myer Silverstone. This prize has been gained for three years in suc- 
cession by pupils of these Clas-es. Other prizes were gained by Gerald Gold- 
berg, Albert Goodman, Arthur Hiller, Stanley Brilliant, Herbert Haitrecht, and 
Victor Wagner. 

The Chairman quoted from a report of the Examiner of the Union of 
Hebrew and Religion Classes: “ The New Synagogue Congregation deserves 
to be congratulated on having such excellent Classes, and to feel happy 
in. the knowledge that it contributes in no small measure to the preserva- 
tion of Jewish ideals and values and in spreading the knowledge of 
Judaism.” Referring to the Kindergarten and Preparatory School, the 
Chairman said that the erdinary day-school subjects were taught in 
English, while Hebrew was taught as a living language. The Classrooms 
were hygienic and proper!y equipped. The Kindergarten and Preparatory 
School was one of the oldest Jewish private day-schools for young 
children in the metropolis. It was recognised by H.M. Board of Educa- 
tion, and in the course of a report by one of H.M. Inspectors, the latter 
wrote : 

The instruction is suitable, and the syllabus carefully planned. Thereisa 
happy atmosphere in the School. ‘Phe children talk freely and spontaneously 
in all the Classes. The oral reading was good and the recitation heard in the 
top class very good. The older boys are doing some interesting handwork 
which shows skill and originality. ‘ihe registers are satisfactorily kept.

That the output of Mr. J. H. Amshewitz, R.B.A., is prolific, no 
one can deny, who visits the exhibition o' his last two years’ work, 
at the Studio, 80, Warwick Gardens, Kensington, W.14. One feels 
that if it were smaller, not only might the general level be higher, 
but one might wait not so vainly for the “ more than good” picture 
that one is always expecting from Mr. Amshewitz. Quite th-~ best 
things in the present exhibition are the stiil-lives groups of 
porcelain figures tactfully compose: and solving for the artist the 
problem of how to retain human interest in a work of art when the 
mentors of theage refuse to give it place. These groups are accom- 
plished and clever, magnificent in colour and nicely psin ed. They 
are indeed ideal decorations. The Spanish groups are also charming.

From Mr. LOUIS KLETZ. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sirn,—As was to be expected, “Watchman’s ” criticism of the Jewish 
Ministry, couched, it ust be admitted, in rather vigorous terms, has 
brought forth cone or two rather spirited replics. “ Watchman’s” accusa- 
tion is apparently hotly resented and the blame is shifted on to the Com- 
munity. By and by, the storm will subside (as it always has done in the 
past) and we shal find ourselves back again in the comfortable state of 
tranquil inertia which is sapping the vitality of Jewish life. Whata pity! 

I have often wondered whether the lack of understanding between 
the Minister and his flock is not due to psychological causes. By heredity 
and tradition Jewry has been brought up on kings, prophets, rabbis and 
teachers. The minister is really an innovation, something borrowed from 
other nations. He is a new element in Jewish Weltanschauung, hence the 
difficulty in mutual adjustment. It is a problem that should be faced, 
I think it can be solved, if both sides will recognise their respective short- 
comings. 

Now, I have had a fairly wide experience of Synagogue managemcnt 
and also of Jewish ministers. I know that the Jewish heartis very sound, 
and | also know that as a body our min'sters are a set of very fine men. 
Unfortunately they do not understand each other. One of ycur corre 
spondents claims that the Jewish Community does not know what is 
expects its Ministers to.do. Very likely that is true. But it may be 
equally true that very few of the Jewish Ministers have any real under- 
standing of wiat the Community needs. Which shows that there is a 
definite case for inve tigation. 

My own fe ling has always been that the Minister should be the head 
and not the servant of his congregaticn. But that postulates individual fit- 
ness for that distinguished pcs:tion. Is such fitness alwaysthe case? During 
my tenure of office, I tried to apply my own conception of things. I did 
succeed in one instance. As I bave no desire to make invid:ous distinc- 
tions, I shall mention no names. 

When you come to think of it, what qualifications does the young 
Minister really possess when he leaves college and entcrs upon actual 
ministerial duties? He is the product of an inelastic curricu um, a junior 
edition of those who have gone before him. He is filled with a hich 
ambition, sometimes also with an overweening conceit. Of life he knows 
very little; of men ard women in the mass he knows nothing at all; yet 
he is pitchforked into a pulpit to act as guide and philosopher to people 
who are older than he is, and sometimes to people who know a great deal 
more than he does. ‘There is no one to teach him, no one to guide h m. 
Sometimes he resents being taught or guided. In other denuminations 
the young student has to undergo a severe training after qualification, 
and even then he is liable to be a failure. How then can we be surprised 
if things are not as well as they should be’? 

It has been said that this world would be a much happier place to 
live in if people were allowed to train their neighbours’ children instead 
of theirown, And by analogy it might be helpful if the congregations 
were’ allowed to train the Ministers and the Ministers to train the con- 
vrevations, after they have gained experience. ‘1 mention this for the 
following reason. 

Every now and then there is held a Preachers’ Conference. They 
meet and settle among themselves what they consider to be the right 
thing to do. Simultaneously perhaps, Jewish communities are sitting in 
Council to deliberate on the unsatisfactory manner in which their Minister 
§ trying to run the Congregation. Would it not b> heipful if now and 
again selected members of the ministerial profes-ion were to meet in 
Council selected members of the var.ous Congreg tions for the purpose 
of making a joint effort.to study the many problems which vitally concern 
the Jewish population of this country? I believe that such a joint con- 
ference for the purpose of mutual critic sm and deliberation would not 
only prove very helpful, but would yjossibly go a long way towards 
solving the problems which have beset the Community for a great many 
years, and might lead to that understanding between the Minister and 
his flock, which alone can provide the means of re-toring to Judaism in 
this country that healthy vigour which it is gradually losing every day.

Union of -Jewish Literary Societies. 


Annual Conference. 


WOMEN AND THE MOVEMENT. 


The Annual Conference of the Union of Jewish Literary 
Societ es was held on Sunday at the Cc mmunal Centre. 

Dayan L. MENDELSON (the Senior Vice-President), who presided 
for the first part of the morning session, accorded a welcome to the 
members from London and the Provinces. Their intention was, ie 
said, to profit by,the criticisms which vere made, but at the same 
time it must be borne in mind tha’ personal effort was needed in 
order to bring their movement to a high state of efficiency. 

The Annual Report, presented by the Hon. Secretary, Miss L. 
Hands, was carried on the motion of Miss Mishcon, sec nded by 
Mr. J. B odie. 


In a reference to District Councils the Report stated that the 
Union bad endeavoured in past years to promote the formation of 
District Councils for the purpose of co-ordinating the activities of 
Societies in various neighbourboods. The system had worked 
succe-sfully in Manchester and in the North of England, where it 
originated, and in’ South London, where the District Council, which 
did excellent work, was in process of re-organisation, but in other 
districts of London the method had not received the support of the 
Societies. 

Mr. ALMOND, of Manchester, thought that considering the 
number of years that the Union had been functioning and the 
tremendous amount of work that had been put into it. the actual 
results were totally inadequate. The object of the London Union 
was to co-ordinate the activities of ‘the various societies, but this it 


did net do, for an important factor in that co-ordination was the 
trolding of Summer Schools and Drama Festivals. 

The CHAIRMAN, while agreeing that Manchester's solidarity was 
an example to other sccieties, and that the London Union was by 
no means faultless, insisted that it bad, since its existence, shown 


remarkable vitality, and that its rejuvenation de pended upon them- 
eelves. 


Miss HANDS, referring to the attendances at the lectures, said 
the largest was well over 200, and the smallest, 55, was on a wet 
day. 

In the unavoidable absence of the Treasurer, Dayan Mendel- 
sohp, who presented the Accounts, which showed a balance of £30, 
said that a good deal had been done with the resources at their 
disposai, 

The Balance-sheet was adopted on the motion of Mr. Almond, 
seconded by the Rev. 8S. Lipson. 

As there was no contest, the Hon. Officers and Council were 
re-elected on the proposition of the Rey. B. Paletz, seconded by 
Mr. Leon Wynbergen, and tributes were paid to the two retiring 
members of the Council, Miss M. Baron and Mr. M. S. Lissack. 


At this stace of the proceedings Mr. E. ALEXANDER, one of the 
Union’s Vice-President-, took the Chair, and express«d the hope that 
those who participated in the discussion would, to use the words of 
“Watchman” of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, “lay the bricks as well as 
throw them.” 

Papers were read by Miss Mishcon (Brixton); Mr. H. Cohen (Stoke 
Newington) and Mr. J. Brodie (the well-known East-End social worker). 

Miss MISHC N recounted the experiences and lessons which, she said, 
had failen to her lot as the holder of various offices in the Brixton Jewish 
Literary and Social Society. One of the probiems, she said, that they in 
South London had been cenfronted with for some time was the slender 
amount of support given to the literary side of the Society's activities as 
compared with the gen ral patronage which the social side obtained. 
Perhaps, she said, if those lectures held at the society’s headquarters 
were made of a more popular character and dealt with subjects of, say, 
an essentially Jewish nature, perhaps, too, if partisan subjects were 
avoided so that prospective boredom or preconceived opposition should 
not serve as a pretext for staying away, members would deem it worth 
their while to make the necessary Sacrifice to support the L.terary side of 
their Society’s activities. 

Mr. COHEN to!d the Conference how his Club was conducted and 
suggested the f rmation of a Visit ng Council which, in his opinion, was 
prefer.bie to Dis'rict Councils. 

Mr. J. BRODIE said that for the past twenty years he had been work- 
ing among Jewish youthin the East End of Lonion, and he could say 
without doubt that the Jewish L terary Society was the best medium for 
developing latent talents and strengthening the Jewish consciousness. 
An ignorant Jewry was a suppressed Jewry. Dare they ignore that 
warning? Intensive literary activity among young Jews and Jewesses 
would prevent hiscalamity befalling them. Criticism had recently been 
levelicd against the Council of the Union for its so-called apathy, but he 
co Id assure them that the Council was at ail times prepared to do its 
utmost to help Co stituent Societies. What was lacking to a very large 
exte .t was the personal eff rt of some membe's of Constituent Societies. 
He was a great believer in the value of Sabbath Schools as a means of 
developing Jewish Literary activi‘ies among its older pupils. 


Discussion. 


Miss HANNAH BERMAN indulged in a devastating criticism of Jewish 
Literary Societies and said that so far as she knew, Literary Societies 
demanded no qualifications whatever from would-be members, nor even 
from their officers. Elections were held, selections made, on any and 
every ground but thatof interest in literature. And how often secretaries 
were changed Heaven only knew! She was so used to seeing different 
signatures to letters that she a<ked herself if there was anything wrong 
when the same name appeared twice running. Another queer thing abou} 
Jewish Literary Societies was that not only were they rarely interested 
in literature, but they seldom or ever had so much asa sixpenny magazine 
on their premises, And their premises! Eventhe Synagogues’ annexes

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Jewish Home of Rest. 


PARLOUS FINANCIAL CONDITION, 


The Annual Meeting of the Jewish Home of Rest was held on 
Sunday following the Annual Meeting of the Home for Aged Jews 
(reported elsewhere in this issue), Mr. Moss Harris, the President, 
was in the Chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the Annual Report, 
said that the Home was now in a position to accommodate twenty- 
five more patients, but on account of financial difficulty they did not 
feel justified in doing eo. He regretted that he had again to tell them 
of their parlous condition and at the moment they were indebted 
to the bankers and others to the extent of over £2,500. The 
Jewish Home of Rest was the only institution of its kind in 
the Jewish Community, taking Jewish people from hospitals 
and infirmaries after a doctor's certificate had been given: that 
they had only two or three months to live at the utmost. 
There were a number of beds vacant in the Home, and their work 
could be carried out to the full if only they had a little more sup- 
port from the Community. Mr. Harris asked for support for the 
Appeal Dinner that would be*held in November jointly with the 
Home for Aged Jews. He concluded by thanking the Matron and 
Staff, the Committee, the Medical Officer and the Hon. Chaplain 
for their services. 

Mrs. J. M. WINNETT seconded the motion for the adoption of the 
Report. 

Mr. PeRcY LEVY, one of the Treasurers, in presenting the Balance- 
sheet, said that in addition to their deficit the income of the Institution 
had decreased by £220 as compated with the previous year, and £1,200 as 
compared with 1929. The mantenance of each patient per week cost 
£3 13s. 

Mr. A. LEVIE seconded the motion for the adoption of the Balance- 
sheet, which, with the Report, was adopted. 

Mr. E. L. FRANKLIN, proposed the re-clection of Mr. Moss Harris 
as President for the ensuing year. 

Mr, M. seconded the motion which was carried. 

On the motion of Mr. A. A. BERMAN, seconded by Mr. J. KL E1ner the 
following were also elected: The Rev. A. A. Green, Meesrs. E. L. 
Franklin, Harry Salmon and Donald Vanden Bergh, Vice-Presidents ; 
Percy P. Levy and Cecil Kahn, Hon. Treasurers ; Messrs. Myers, Davies 
and Co., Chartered Accountants, Hon. Auditors. The Committee were 
also re-elected. 

The PRESIDENT proposed a vote of thanks to all the Aid Societies for 
their invaluable financial assistance during the past year. The East 
London Aid Society he said was celebrating its twenty-fifth anniversary, 
and he hoped that it would continue for many years to maintain the 
supreme position it bad always held. | 

The Rev. J. F. RN said that it was a great satisfaction to see that 
among their large number of honorary workers they had members of the 
clergy. One heard that the Community was saddied with a bankrupt 
ministry, but that did not seem to be theease. He hoped that the 
Community would respond to the two appeals made by their two great 
Presidents. 


The “Slaughter of Animals’’ Pamphlet. 


From Mr. JULIUS JUNG. 
To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sir,—My attention has been drawn fo a report of your Parlia- 
mentary Correspondent on a pamphlet which had been circulated 
among a number of members of the House of Commons during the 
last few days, the authorship of which is ascribed to the Rabbi of 
the Great Synagogue in Cannon Street Road. 

It would be interesting to ascertain where exactly that Great 
Synagogue is situated and who its Rabbi is. The majority of Syna- 
gogues in the East End of London belong to the Federation. As far 
as Iam aware, there are only two Synagogues in Cannon Street 
Road, both of which belong to the Federation of Synagogues. One 
is the Lubiner Synagogue and the other the Cannon Street Road 
Synagogue. I have noknowledge of a Great Synagogue in the same 
street, unless it be a little Chevra known only to the chosen few 
worshipping there. 

Our “ Gentile Legislators " should be informed who this learned 
Rabbi is and what authority he had of speaking on behalf of any 
section of our great London Jewish Community. They will then feel 
convineed that the overwhelming majority of London Jewry, Rabbis 
and laymen alike, are solidly behind the present wording of that 
section of the Slaughter of Animals’ Bill dealing with the Jewish 
method of slaugtering, 

It is rather daring to suggest that the action of the majority, 
which includes the Chief Rabbi and many other very learned 
spiritual heads of Anglo-Jewry, is a “deliberate trespassing on our 
Holy Religion,” and that many of those behind the Chief Rabbi in 
this Movement are “ totally ignorant ef our Law, and therefore non- 
observant ofits practises.” Such sweeping statements are unworthy 
of a learned Rabbi, whoever he may be, and should be withdrawn 
with the least possible delay. 

I feel sure that enthane of Parliament will support the Bill in 
its present form, which has the unanimous backing of all tue great 
Jewish religious bodies in this country.

NOTES ON THE SIDRA. 


Sabbath Mp, Numbers xvi., 1—xviii., 3%. 


XVL, 24. “The dwelling of Korah.” The occurrence of the 
word {22 here and in verse 27 is very perplexing, and even con- 
servative exegetes are doubtful about its correctness. In the 
singular, it is restricted in Biblical Hebrew to the sacred Tabernacle; 
and in the sense of “ dwelling-place " it is only found in the plural 
and in poetry (e.g., in xxiv., 5). Furthermore, we have the state- 
ment in verse 18 that the rebels, at the bidding of Moses, stationed 
themselves at the entrance of the Tent of Meeting. The critics 
consequently emend “the dwelling of Korah, Dathan and Abiram ”™ 
to “the Tabernacle of the Lord.” If this was the original] 
reading, it is difficuit to see how the error was made, 


Wiener has this remark on the passage: “ Unhappily, they. 
i.e, the critics) quite characteristically ignore the evidence 
of the Septuagint which does not help them. But those who 


are capable of weighing evidence will prefer (when once they admit 
that the Hebrew text is wrong) to seek a reading that has some MS 
authority, rather than to embark on biased speculations. In’ 
verse 24 the Septuagint has ‘the company’ for ‘the dwelling,’ and 
two of the best codices omit ‘Dathan and Abiram.’ This gives us 
6 . 

Speak unto the Congregation, saying, Get you up from about the 
company of Korah. And Moses rose up and went unto Datban and 
Abiram.’ In verse 27 the same two WSS. again omit ‘Dathan and 
Abiram,’ and the Ambrosian has ‘ Korah's company. This half 
verse should follow 24 immediately. Then we have: ‘So they gat 
them up from the company of Korah on every side’ as the sequel of 
our emended 24, and the rest of the chapter is really quite- smooth 
so far as the higher critical difficulties are concerned” (/ssays in 
Pentateuchal Criticism, pp. 144f.). 


# This attempt at elucidating the text does not appear conclusive 
since the Hebrew for “ the company of" would be nay, and we 
should then have the word "WY occurring in the verse twice with 
different meanings. The Masrsoretic reading is capable of explana- 
tion. A fair inference from the wording of verse 27 seems to be 
that J2WS is here employed in the sense of “locality,” the part of 
the camp where the tents of Korah, Dathan and Abiram were 
pitched.” We have also to deduce from the narrative that the YW 
referred to in verse 19 consisted of the two hundred and fifty ring- 
leaders who provided themselves with censers. Their fate Wits— 
destruction by fire (verse 35). Another crowd of sympathisers had 
assembled in the Jo>W2 of the Korahites, and these were warned to 
depart or they would be swallowed up in the opening of the earth's 
mouth which was to take place in thatlocality. This interpretation 
obviates the necessity of altering the received text. 

Verse 25. “ Unto Dathan and Abiram.” What was the purpose 
of Moses’ visit to them? Rashbam answers: perhaps they would 
repent. There is some force in this comment. These two men, 
who belonged to the tribe of Reuben, were also instigators of the 
rebellion, but their grievance was different from that of Korah. 
The latter resented that his tribesman, Aaron, should hold the 
premier office in the priesthood ; buf it could have mattered nothing 
to Dathan and Abiram whether Korah or Aaron was High Priest. 
They doubtless felt resentment that the Levites were the leading 
tribe, and thought that the dignity belonged to the Reubenites, since 
their ancestor was the firstborn of Jacob. ‘lheir offence was therefore 
less heinous than Korah’s, and Moses made a special effort to bring 
them to reason and save them from destruction. He had previously 
summoned them to his presence (verse 12) but they had refused to 
come. He now sets his personal dignity aside and goes to them 
with a final warning. 

“Phe Elders of Israel.” Ibn Ezm plausibly suggests that they 
were the seventy elected representatives of the tribes (xi., 16). They 
accompanied Moses to lend weight to the message which he was 
about to deliver and also as evidence that the Community asa 
whole were against the rebels. 

Verse 26. Although it is not explicitly stated, we have to 
suppose that Moses argued unsuccess!ully with Dathan and Abiram, 
and therefore refers to them as “these wicked men.” He warned 
the people to “touch nothing of theirs” since they were under 
the ban, and all their possessions were forfeit. To appropriate 
any article would involve a sin as in the story of Achan 
(Joshua vii., 1).

* JUNIOR MEMBERSHIP” SCHEME. 
With reference tothe letter from Mr. Michael Lyons in your issue 
of June 17th, he is apparently unaware of the creation of the Junior 
Membership by the West London Synagogue of British Jews. 
Young men and women between sixteen and twenty-three form a 
Junior Membership of the Synagogue, with its own Executive and 
‘ts own Constitution and meetings modelled on those of the Syna- 
gogue members. At these meetings, problems concerning the Service 
or any other question of importance to the junior members are 
discussed among them, to the exclusion of all seniors. The views 
arrived at are put before the Synagogue Executive, who can and 
do invite representatives of the Junior Membership to attend 
Council Meetings of the Synagogue and to lay such views before 
them. In the vacations, when most junior members are in town a 
special Service has been held on a Sunday, when junior members 
only carry out the Mizvoth, read the prayers and Ha/ftorah, etc.,and 
the junior assistant to the Ministers gives an address. The meetings 
are generaliy attended by some forty young men and women, are 
followed with the greatest interest and are generally combined 
with a social function to bring the junior members into closer 
acquaintance with each other. The innovation promises to fill 
the gap, to rope in the growing generation, and to make them feel 
part and parcel of the Communal life. Perhaps one or the other of 
your readers, faced with the same problem, will try the system 
outlined in his own Congregation, I am confident, with equally 
gratifying res ults.—Dr. H. S. Srmonis, 53, Belsize Avenue, N.W.3. 


SEFARDI VERSUS ASHKENAZI. 

Your account of the treatment of the Ashkenazi Jews by the 
Sefardim in 1802, culled from the Minute Books of the Board of 
Deputies, which you publish in your issue of May 6th under the 
heading: “All Israel Are Brethren ?” opens up an interesting question 
for J. ws the world over: the vital differences of culture, language, 
etc., that have arisen between the Jews themselves, of various sects 
and countrics, since tke dispersion. Here in Cali, Colombia, 
Scuth America, there is a tiny community of Sefardi Jews, 
who formed “The Centro Israelita de, Beneficencia Ezrath 
Israe),’ with quite praiseworthy objects. In 1930, however, 
due to the influx of Asbkenazim from Bessarabia, they saw 
fit to press the following resolution: “If a proposed member 
be an Ashken: zi, the Committee can admit him only as a 
contributing member, having the right to speak Lut not to vote.” 
Superficially this resolution was probably passed from the same 
motives that prompted the other Sefardim in the cases you cite, 
namely, to safeguard their funds from the inroads of the poor 
Asbkerizim. Fundamentally, however, I venture to think, the 
reason in all these cases is due to the differing culture and outlook 
each sect bas acquired in its wanderings or stationary vicissi(udes,

The meetings 
are generally attended by tome forty young men and women, are 
followed with the greatest interest and are generally combined 
with a social function to bring the junior members into closer 
acquaintance with each other. The innovation promises to fill 
the gap, to rope in the growing generation, and to make them feel 
part and parcel of the Communal life.

PROPOSED COMMUNAL APPEAL. 
nnual Meeting of the Home for Aged Jews was held on 
ibang the Home, 105, Nightingale Lane. Mr. E. L. FRANKLIN, 
J.P., the President, was in the Chair. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the Annual Report, 
said that thy had ended the year with a deficit of between 
£6,000 and £7,000, with the result that, very much against the.r 
: wishes, they had been absolutely compelled, for the first time sincy’ 
he bad beer connected with the Home, to restrict their activities. 
There were over 100 deserving cases clamouring fr admission. 
Ove of the most important events in the internal : ffeirs of 
the Home during the year was the appointment of a new Matron. 
They were very eatisfied with the work she did for them. Mr. 
M. Duparc, who had served on the Committee longer than any other 
member, and for whom he personally had the greatest regard, 
recently celebrated his eightieth birthday. He was glad to see 
him present at the meeting looking more youthful than ever. 
Mr. Franklin congratulated Miss Miriam Moses, one of their 
best and most capable workers, on her election to the Mayoralty of 
Stepney. As in past years the Home owed a great deal to the Aid 
Societies who did more than their full share of the work in collect- 
ing the money for that institution. What the Home would do 
without the Aid Societies he trembled to think. All the years he 
had been President they had never bad a year like the past; and 
they had been compelled, much against their wish, to take an 
unusual step and appeal to the Community to get them out cf their 
troubles, and put the Home in a strong position so that the accom- 
modation there could be used to its full capacity. To do that they 
had reluctantly decided to hold an Appeal Dinnner at which Mr. 
Lionel de Rothschild wou'd preside, and he hoped that the Com- 
munity would rally to his support. 

Mr. M. Casu, in seconding the adaption of the Annual Repoprf, 
gaid that the number of annual subscribers to that Institution was 
‘remarkably «mall in comparison with the total population of the 
Jewish Community, | 

Mr. Moss Harris, the Treasurer, presented the Balance-sheet 
and also referred to the serious state of the finances. 

Mr. HARRY BARNETT seconded the adoption of the Balance- 
sheet which, together with the Report, was adopted. 

Mr. M. Duparc, in proposing the re-election of Mr. Franklin as 
President for the ensuing year, said that a few months ago Mr. 

Franklin thought they ought to obtain another President, but they 
were determined that he should not leave them. He had madea 
personal appeal ; if Mr. Franklin had ceased to be President he could 
not propo_e his re-election as he hac done for so many years, and 
much of the interest in his public life would have gone.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


No. 661.—The Doctrine of Rewards and Punishments. 
My Dear Cousin, 


Of the thirteen principles of faith, usually attributed to 
Maimonides, perhaps the most intriguing is the eleventh. You will 
doubtless recall its wording: “I believe with perfect faith that the 
Creator, blessed be He, rewards those that keep His command. 
ments and punishes those that transgress them.” The “ Thirteen 
Principles’ were doubtless intended to serve as a brief summary of 
Jewish belief, and if the doctrine of reward and punishment was 
included, it must have been regarded as of some significance. 
What does it really mean? Or at any rate, what didthe ancient 
teachers intend to convey by the doctrine ? 

A little over two centuries before Maimonides there lived in 
Babylon a great teacher in Israel—Saadiah ben Joseph (892-942). 
In the year 928 he Became Gaon in Sura. To convey some idea of 
what that office was it may be said that it correspopded to a 


position which to-day would be described as that of Principal of the . 


Central Jewish Rabbinical College. A man of such eminence spoke 
with authority. Saadiah is distinguished in the history of Jewish 
thought and Jewish letters. He translated the Bible into Arabic, 
furnishing his work with a commentary. Arabic was then the 
universal language of the East, from the Indus to the Pyrenees. 
Saadiah’s translation popularised the Bible.among Jews. Not con- 
tent with this achievement this great teacher in Israel provided— 
once more in Arabic, so that all and sundry might read it—a book 
on the principles of Judaism, entitled “Faith and Knowledge.” 
Here, too, the problem of reward and punishment is given promi- 
nence, and I should like to refresh your memory by setting down a 
summary of Saadiah’s statement. 

To begin with, one word of explanation is necessary. Saadiah 
builds up much of his structure by reference to verses in Holy Writ, 
Accordingly, he commences by saying that God has indicated that 
there would come a time for rewarding the pious and of differenti- 
ating between them and the wicked, as it is written in the Book of 
the prophet Malachi, “And they shall be mine, saith the Lord of 
Hosts, in that day that I do make, even mine own treasure; and I 
will spare them as a man spareth his own son that serveth him. 
Then shall ye egain discern between the righteous and the wicked, 
between him that serveth God and Him that serveth him not.” 

So much by way of general introduction. Saadiah next pro- 
ceeds to quote from Holy Writ instances where reward or punish- 
ment is implied or expressed. He mentions the case of Isaac. 
Would the Patriarch have willingly consented to fulfil God's 
behest and allow himself to be cffered as a sacrifice, in order 
to be rewarded for his conduct merely in this world? 
God would not have expected such a thing of him if He had 
not intended to reward Isaac in the world to come. Daniel 
and-his three companions are in the tame case; their reward was 
surely to be in the world to come. The same applies to punish- 
ment. The Jewish people were punished in this world for their 
idol worsbip; yet other people who practised idol worship were not 
exiled and punished. If punishment were limited to this world, 
they ought to have been. Since they were not, we must conclude 
that punishment is also reserved for the world tocome. One more 

proof. Holy Writ in many places—Saadiah enumerates a goodly 
number—connects obedience to God's law with life. Now this 
life cannot refer to life in this world only, since the wicked also 
live in this world. Accordingly, wemay infer that there must be 
arother life. It is in that other life that the pious and the wicked 


will each receive their reward. For God keeps a record of men's > 


actions. Did not Moses say: “ Blot me, I pray Thee, outof Thy book 
which Thou bast written "’? Nor is this the only reference in Holy 
Writ to God's book of records. Other verses in the Bible indicate 
that God will call men to judgment and reward each man according 
to his deserts (e.g. “And He will judge the world in righteous- 
ness”). The Day of the Lord is specifically mentioned more than 
once in the Bible (e.g, “ The great day of the Lordismear; ... . 
that day is a day of wrath”); so is the reward laid up for the 
Righteous. 

So much for the authority of Holy Writ. But Reasonalso lends 
weight to the opinion. Think fora moment and consider that in 


this world joy and sorrow are linked together, and pain accompanies. 


enjoyment. Now surely the All-wise could not in these circumstances 
have intended to set a bound to the soul in this world only; we 
must conclude that He has prepared another world for the soul 
where it may find perfection and complete happiness. Besides, who 
is satisfied or content in this world, even if he has reached the 
highest rung of the ladder? Every soul is conscious that another 
world is in readiness for it, and for this other world it yearns. 
Apart from all this, Reason suggests that we should eschew certain 
things regarded as evil, e.g., Theft or Revenge; to abstain from them 
necessitates a certain pain or difficulty. Now must there not bea 
place where this effort will be rewarded? Finally, look around and 
see that those who are addicted to evil conduct live lives of success 
and happiness, and those who serve God truly live in misery. How 
ig this explicable except by reference to a life in another world 
where rewards and punishments will be equitably distributed? 
There is also the further point. Even when punishment is meted 


out to sinners bere on earth, the extent of the punishment is not in 
accord with the extent of the deed. For instance: he who has 
committed murder once dies in the same way as he who has com. 
mitted murder many times, Only the same conclusion—that 
another world is in store for us—can explain the difficulty. 

Saadiah next proceeds to find support for his doctrine in Jewish 
Tradition. He quotes Rabbi Jacob, who compares this world to a 
vestibule to the world to come. He quotes the description from 
the Talmud of the life in the world to come—a life without food and 
drink,- without business or worldly affairs, but one in which the 
Righteous sit with crowns on their heads and enjoy the glory of the 
Shechina. He quotes the statement in the Talmud that those will 
be excluded from the world to come who deny the resurrection of 
the dead, the divine origin of the Torah and also the Epicureans. 

What is the nature of reward and punishment? Saadiah com- 
pares them to fire which gives light and at the same time burrs 


For the righteous, reward will bring light; for the wicked, punish 


ment will bring burning. The former is called the Garden of Eden; 
the latter, the Valley of Hinnom (Gehinnom). What will be the 
duration of reward and punishment? Suppose the period had been 
fixed at, say, a thomsand years. It would have been possible to argue 
that men would not have been induced to obey God's word by so 
comparatively short a period of reward. The same argument may 
be used in regard to any limit of time. Accordingly God decided 
that the period should be world without end, and that the reward of 
the righteous should continue for ever. So with the wicked; their 
punishment must endure for ever. Now it may be argued that 
while in reference to happiness, time everlasting is appropriate, is 
it not somewhat strange, seeing that God is merciful, to fix the 
same limit in regard to pain and hell-fire? The answer is that the 
same meteyard must be applied in both cases. Just as you hold out 
the promise of endless happiness to the pious, so you must frighten 
the wicked with endless punishment. For if God had fixed the 
time at a thousand years, it might have been said that two thousand 
years would have been more effective, and three thousand still 
more and so on with any limited period. Accordingly time without 
end was resolved upon, and no one can complain that he bas not bad 
fair warning. God owes it to the pious not to be lenient with the 
wicked; they must both have the same standard. 

To the question whether reward and punishment remain the 
same for much or little good or evil, Saadiah answers that while 
reward and punishment for one deed or for a thousand are equally 
everlasting, the quality of the reward or punishment is different, 
You may see a parallel in this world. All men seek satisfaction 
(AM3eM). Some look for it in eating and drinking; others in 
wearing fine clothes. Soit will be in the world tocome. Of some 
Holy Writ says: “ My flesh also dwelleth in safety"; of others, 
“The Children of men take refuge in the shadow of Thy wings” ; 
of others again, “ They are abundantly satisfied with the fatness of 
Thy house”; of yet others, “ And I will clothe thee with robes” ; 
of others, “I will give thee free access among these that stand by”’ 
—a reference, Saadiab adds, to the Angels. 

So it is in the case of wrong-doing. For different sins there 
will be different punishments, though all will last for ever. You 
see the same thing in this life. For some crimes men are put in 
prison ; for others in chains; for others again the punishment is 
whipping. 

Rewards and punishments will also be different for different 
people. For some “the sun of righteousness will arise with healing 
in its wings"; for others, “light is sown for the righteous” ; for 
others it will be a case where “the light of the righteous 
rejoiceth” ; others again “shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament.” So with the wicked. In some cases, “ their faces shall 
ba faces of flame”; in others, “ all faces have gathered blackness " ; 
for others: “ Behold the day cometh it burneth asa furnace... . 
and the day that cometh shall set them ablaze "; of others, ~ a fire 
not blown by man shall consume him.” 

Who are they who will receive these punishments? Those 
who deny God, those who worship idols and those guilty of terrible 
transgressions who bave not repented, whose punishment according 
to Holy Writ is that they shall be “ cut off.” 

Will the Righteous and the Wicked see each other? Saadiah 
declares that according to his reading of Holy Writ, they will. The 
Righteous will see the dead bodies of the sinners and will exclaim: 
“ Blessed be God, who hath saved u: from such pain!’ Then they 
will rejoics and be glad concerning their condition. As for the 
wicked, Holy Writ describes their state slso: “ Trembling hath 
se zed the ungodly: ‘who among us shall dwell with the devourin: 
fire? Who among us shall dwell with ever'asting burnings?” 
The wicked will te greatly surprised at the Righteous to see the 
latter pass unscathed through the fire. The relative position of the 
Righteous and the Wicked i+: made plain in Hol Writ: “ Therefore 
t.us saith the Lord God: Behold, my servants shall eat, but yea 
shall be hungry; behold, my servants shall drink, but ye shall be 
thirsty ; behold, my servants shall rejoice, but ye shall be ashamed ; 
behold, my servants shall sing for joy of heart, but ye shall cry for 

-gorrow of heart.” 
So for Saadiah. I have striven to reproduce the gist of his 
‘argument, In my next, F shall endeavour to comment upon it.

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Jews and the Tailoring Trade. 


The Disappearance of “ Sweating.” 


Revelations of “ The New Survey.” 


By M. J. LANDA. 


That the Anglo-Jewish Community is steadily undergoing 
evolution must be apparent to all who give any study to the subject. 
Unusual—and fascinating—evidence of the metamorphosis is to be 
found in the second volume of “The New Survey of London Life 
and Latour” which was presented to the public early in the year. 
Take first, “ sweating.” Twenty years ago it was a dread, ugly term, 
inseparable from “alien” labour. Its mere whisper conjured up 
the ghastly picture of a miserable, insanitary and over-crowded room 
in the East End of London, in which people with marked Jewish 
features—men, women and childrer—were living and feverishly 
working night and day, slaves by their own choice, under-cutting 


the native worker and “ taking the bread out of his mouth.” Beside 
this, place the following—page 269 of “ The New Survey”: 
Spitalfields —Workshop in yard behind a house. Power 


machines, electrically driven. General air of contentment about 
the workers. Jewish men and Gentile girls. 
Whitechape!.—Workshop in a yard. Six power machines. 
Friday, work ceases at dusk.’ No work on Saturday and Sunday, 
The word “sweating” is only used, and with a caution that 
marks a world of change from the days of the anti-alien agitation, in 
connection with the “lower end” of the boot and shoe incustry in 
the East End—" still presents certain features which closely resemble 
those which characterised the sweated industries surviving 
relic” (p. 877). In the furniture trade, the third of the industries 
which were persistently termed as having been usurped by “ alien 
sweaters,” it is noted that, on the whole, wages and conditions are 
better, but there are “ still a large number of small cabinet-makers 
who have no margin for bad times and sink into poverty .. ., 
living from hand to mouth” (p. 232). To-day, they excite sympathy, 
not contempt and repugnance. 
Some doubt is expressed as to whether there is a real decline 
of home work, but there is obviously a considerable amount. It is 
not, however, stigmatised as degrading and sordid; pains are taken 


_to explain it as due to independence of spirit which prefers to work 


under one’s own conditions, in one’s own time and own way, or toa 
desire to supplement the earnings of the head ofthe household. It 
is not mentioned, by the way, that far fewer boys and girls are now 
seen taking bundles of balf-made clothes through the sireets from 
some West End shop to the East End, to be “ finished” or “ made- 
up.” These carriers have almost entirely disappeared. 

_ What is most important is the definite statcment that tailoring 
is passing into the factories and from male workers to girls. *‘ Post-war 
restrictions on immigration have seriously curtailed the supply of 
foreign Jabour and the trade is gravely concerned with the question of 
future recruitment.” (p. 266). This may be regarded with gleeful satis- 
faction by some people, but “ The New Survey,” an impartial, scientific 
and sociological investigation, almost permits iteelf a lament, 
Foreigners, it remarks (p. 268), “are among the best coat-makers, 
particularly Swedes. ... Before the war, London attracted all the 
best tailors in Europe—restrictions on immigration a serious 
danger to trade.” 

The Team Spirit. 


More remarkable still is the following : ; 

The team system and the application of divisional methcds 
of production to retail bespoke tailoring was indeed brought to 
East London by Jewish immigrants (p. 266). 

In that statement, a revolution is chronicled. Not merely a 
revolution in the industry—some of us had drawn attention to tbat, 
long ago—but a revolution in outlock towards the Jewish tailor. 
The ‘Alien Commission of 1$02, whose Report led to restrictive 
legislation, was warned by Sir H. Llewellyh Smith, then of the Board 
of Trade (snd now Director and Editor cf the SwurRvVEy), 
not to put a definiie meaning cn the term “sweating.” To 
the old-fashioned English tailor, he pointed cut, it meant 
nothing more nor less than subdivision of labour. Whether the 
same contempt exists to-day for workers responsible only for 


. making a part of a garment, or whose labour is confined to 


one special branch, I am unable to say beyond that I have 
not heard it, but here is the recognition of'a “team system” infused 
into high-class English tailoring by the once despised Jewish immi- 
grant! Tegm system is impossible without the “team spirit,” than 
which there is no higher term of praise in the English vocabulary. 
It is a complete reversal. What was once a disparaged feature of 
the wholesale clothing, the shoddy ready-made, as it was sneeringly 
condemned, is to-day a virtue in the bespoke trade. 

There is something more in the compliment. The Jewish 
immigrant was a forerunner of “ rationalisation.” Before the word 
was known, he was introducing the system into the wholesale 
clothing industry facilitating “ mass production,” also in advance of 
the phrase, cheapening clothes and liberating the workers from the 
thraidom of second-hand garments. |

A Letter from New York. 


Congress and the Committee. 
[From our Correspondent—New York.) 

The past few weeks have witnessed an extraordinary occurrence 
in American-Jewish life. Dr. Cyrus Adler, President of the 
American Jewish Committee, has delivered a scathing attack 
upon the American Jewish Congress and particularly upon the 
efforts of the Congress to convene a Jewish World Congress. Now, 
Dr. Adler is not usually given to strong language, especially in the 
way of attacking another Jewish organisation. His denunciation 
of the Congress, ipso facto, bas created some stir. 

Dr. Adler began by terming the Jewish World Congress idea as 
“a seneational blunder—perbaps one of the most colossal mistakes 
in the history of the Jewish people.” He then proceeded to state 
his opinion of the American Jewish Congress and charged the latter 
with breaking faith with the American Jewish Committee. He 
further stated that Dr. Stephen S. Wise had made it clear that 
united effort between the Congress and the Committee was not 
possible. 

There were, of course, further denunciations by Dr. Adler. His 
attitude, as well as that of the American Jewish Committee as a 
whole, towards the American Jewish Congress, is well known. Dr. 
Adler's statement represents the pent-up emotions of the Committee 
with regard to the Congress, and sooner or later su: h recrimination 
was expected. Shortly before the death of Louis Marshall, a modus 
vivendit was agreed upon by both bodies for joint action on certain 
questions, but the Congress and the Committee could rarely agree. 
The result is that the Congress bas followed ils so-called 
“democratic line and the Committee has been accused of taking 
the assimilationist point of view. 

It is pertinent at this time to clarify the sitration with respect 
to both bcedies and their leaders. In the first place, neither organi- 
sation is as powerful or as influential as it asserts itself to be on 
paper. The Congress, in particular, has been accused of suffering 
from delusions of grandeur. It is neither as powerful nor as strong 
in membership as its publicity department would have the world 
believe. It is not an organisation in the sense of the British Board 
of Deputies, which has wide influencein the Jewish life of England. 
Like most American-Jewish movements, it is not a movement, but 
a central office that has a difficult time in keeping its constituent 
organisatics in line, and it has not yet reached the stace where 
the Jews of America are inclined to take it seriously. 

The American Jewish Committee, on the other hand, is 
possessed of the prestige of influence, where the Ccngress, in its

To-day, ready-made clothes have outlived the obloquy of the 
last decade of the 19i:h century. The prophecy that I heard uttered 
by a Jewish master-tailor in Leeds, when I was a boy, that ready- 
made suits would be sold in the big West-End shops, is being fulfilled. 

More subdivision and more machinery’ means more female 
labour, and the majority of that is non-Jewish. It is noted 
that in the ready-made factories, five-sixihs of the workers are girls 
and women and a further substitution of men by women is forecast. 
(p. 20). The analysis of last year’s Census will be illuminating when 
it makes its appearance. : 

‘Just one more disclosure frcm “The New Survey” to show how 
startlingly complete is the turnover from the days of the anti-alien 
agitation. One of the regulation charges then was that the Jews 
undercut prices. On p. 281 two factories are mentioned. One in 
Whitechapel, employs scme 800 hands, 90 per cent. of them women, 
the operatives are “mainly Jews.’’ Wages are from 10 to 20 per 
cent. above the minimum. The other, in Finsbury, where there are 
160 workers, “ practically all Gentiles,” belongs to a firm which owns 
a chain of retail shops, and is able “to produce more cheaply 
than its competitors who rely on the output of small Jewish 
sub-contractors.” 

~ It will probably take a long time before all these exceedingly 
interesting facts become commonly known, They are worth 
remembering whenever the ugly head of the old monster raises 
itself—as it has an unpleasant habit of doing at times—and one of 


' the most important of all is the declaration (p. 297) that allowing 


for the change in money values, there has been a rise in “ real’”’ 
weekly wages in the wholesale clothing trade between 1916 and 19380 
of about thirty per cent. for men, and over ninety per cent. for 
women! In the bespoke trade, the rises are fifteen per cent. for 
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limited sense, is possessed of the prestige of numbers. The 
Committee is representative of the monied class of Reform Jews. Its 
diplomacy consists of private representations to the Ambassadors of 
Governments, and it is opposed almost fanatically to noise, mass 
meetings and statements in the Press. The Congress-attempts to 
fight for Jewish rights through the so-called “democratic” method 
of open meetings, open discussion and public protest. 


Two Per:onalities. 


The leader of the Congress is Dr. Wise and of the Committee, 
Dr. Adler. These two gentlemen very frankly represent the two 
cross-currents of American-Jewish leadership. Since the death 
of Louis Marshall, the informal leadership of American Jewry 
has been vested in these two men. They are both misfits. 
Dr. Wise is a Reform Jew who controls an Orthodox- 
inclined following. Dr. Adler is much more the Orthodox Jew 
whose following is Reform. Although Dr. Adler is at the head of 
the Committee, a so-called “ assimilationist” group, he is also at the 
head of the Jewish Theological Seminary, a neo-Orthodox institu- 
tion—and he is an observing Jew. As a result, he commands in 
the Committee, a certain following which is more Orthodox than 
Reformed, and, in the natural. order of things, the United 
Synagogue of America, the Women’s League, the Rabbinical Assembly 
and similar democratically-constituted neo-Orthodox bodies should 
have sworn allegiance to the Congress rather than to the Com- 
mittee. What are Zionist bodies doing in a body which is under- 
stood to te opposed to Zionism? It is theological loyalty to Dr. 
Adlet that impels such organisations to stay within the fold of the 
Committee. 

But perhaps both Dr. Wise and Dr. Adler obtain wide prestige in 
American Jewry because they are fitted, through the very qualities of 
their natures, to hold sway over a Jewry so diverse in taste and back- 
ground as that in America; Dr. Wise, a Reform Jew working among 
the Orthcdox, and Dr. Adler, an Orthodox Jew and a non-Zionist 
ho'ding the respect and loyalty of Zionist groups and of Reform 
Jews. 

Will these two leaders, so diverse and yet so similar, ever come 
together? It is hardly possible as long as one is a non-Zionist, 
even if a lukewarm one, and certainly as long as they are diametri- 
cally opposed in their methods of battling for Jewish rights. 


The thirty-second Annual Convention of the Rabbinical Assembly of 
America was held in New York before more than 150 Conservative Rabbis 
fiom all over the country. Professor Mordecai M. Kaplan was elected 
President for the forthcoming year. 

The twentieth Annnal Convention of the United Synagogue of 
America ard its affiliated organisations, the National Federation of 
Jewish Men’s Cluls and the Women's League of the United Synagogue 
of America, has been held at Atlantic City, N.J. 

The Annual Convention of the National Conference of Jewish Social 
Service was held at Philadelphia before 600 educators, sociologists and 
communal workers from every part of the United States. 

A new idea in Jewish communal service has becn inaugurated in 
New York. It is cailed the Jewish Information Burcau, and its purpose 
will be to answer irquirics with regard to Judaism, Jewish life and history 
and the Jewish people. This service will be fiee to the general as wel 
as to the Jewish public. The Bureau will be under the direction of Mr. 
Bernard G. Richards, former Executive Director of the American Jewish 
Congrcss. 

The Independent Order Brith Shalom has voted down a resolution 
endorsing the stand of the Jewish Congress in convening a World Jewish 
Conference. 


Austria. 

The Congress of the National Minorities has terminated its work 
with the adoption of a number of resolutions, including one demanding 
the creation of a Permanent Minorities Commission at the League of 


Nations and another drawing the attention of the League to the economic 
position of the Minorities. 


Bulgaria. | 

The Representative Ascembly elccted by the Jews of Bulgaria has 
just concluded its session. The electicns were authorised and ratified by 
the Ministry of Putlic Worship. All Jews living in the country, withcut 
distinction of citizenship, were entitled to vote. Sixty-one del gates were 
elected : thirty-five General Zionists, nine Rev'sionists, four Poate Zionists 
and thirtecn non-Zionisis. No anti-Zionists were elecicd. 


Dansig. 


The Hitlerist movement here, appears to bave made enormous strides 
in the schools, where the pupils parade in uniform, molest the Jewish 
pupils and cheer every anti-Semit'c exploit. At one State secondary 
school they éven attemptcd to hang a Jewish pupil. The cries of the 
victim and the ironical cheers of the anti-Semites, however, attracted 
the attention of a teacher, who put an end to the exploit. 


Denmark. 


A Committee has been formed in Copenhagen for the purpose of 
launching a fund to plant a grove in Palestine in memory of the late 
Professor David Simonsen. The Committee is headed by Chief Rabbi 
Dr. M. Friediger and it includes the heads of the Jewish Community in

FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY FETE. 


The Garden Féte organised by the Jewish National Fund 
for Great Britain and Ireland in celebration of the Fift'eth 
Anniversary of Binyan Ha’Aretz, which coincides with the 
Thirtieth Anniversary of the Fund was opened on Wednesday 
afternoon of last week by Dr. Chaim Weizmann in the beautiful 
grounds of Mr. and Mrs. Robert B. Solomon's house, 14, Holland 
Park Road, W.14. Unfortunately, Lady Herbert Samuel, President 
of the Executive of the Fé‘e was unable to be present, and tho 
following message which she sent was read by Mr. Solomon, 
the Chairman of the J.N.F. Commission for Great Britain and 
Ireland, who presided: “Greatly regret unavoidable absence 
from to-day’s function which I would not have missed for any 
reason but doctor's orders. Sincerely hope it will be an outstanding 
success and fulfil our highest hopes.” Mr. Solomon said that Lady 
Samuel, with her customary generosity, and as a tcken of her 
practical sympathy with the great anniversaries which they 
were celebrating this year, had sent them a cheque. It was a 
remarkable fact, said Mr. Solomon, that Palestine was being 
purchased dunam by dunam by the proceeds of garden fétes, 
bazaars and collections, not forgetting, of course, the little blue 
box which was the special emblem of the Fund. 

Dr. Weizmann said there was no doubt that at present there 
was a flow of private capital into Palestine which compensated to 
a certain extent for the deficiency in the public funds. But it would 
be a dangerors fallacy if anyone believed that the J.N.F. could 
either curtail or diminish its activities, for it expended its money in 
ways which private people could not be expected to do. Therefore, 
the work of their Fund must continue with the same intensity as 
hitherto if they were to prepare the way for those people who would 
follow in, say, six, seven, or ten years time. 

In declaring the Féte open, Dr. Weizmann said there was every 
reason to be satisfied and to congratulate the leaders of the J.N.F. 
on their work. After Dr. Weizmann had cut the jubilee cake and 
the Chairman had presented a Golden Book Certificate to Mr. and 
Mrs. W. Sugarman, of Hove, for their work for the Fund during the 
past year, a vote of thanks to Dr. Weizmann, Mr. Robert B. Solomon, 
the Hon. Officers, the Committee and the stallbolders, was accorded 
on the motion of Mrs. F. H. Kisch, Chairman of the Executive.

OPTIMISM OF LEADERS. 


An optimistic note was struck by Mr. Robert Szold, the Chair. 
man of the Administrative Committee of the American Zionist 
Organisation, when he reviewed the achievements of the past year 
in opening the Annual Gonvention of the Zionist Organisation of 
America at Philadelphia on Sunday, at which about 500 delegates 


were present. ‘Zionism is definitely on the upgrade,’ Mr. Szold | 


said. “ Palestine has fired the imagination of world-Jewry.” 
Mr. Emanuel Neumann, the American member of the Jewish 


- Agency Executive, who arrived from Palestine via London a fort- 


night ago, brought greetings to the Convention on behalf of the 
Zionist World Organisation and the Yishub in Palestine. Mr. 
Neumann paid a tribute to Dr. Sokolow and Dr. Weizmann 
for their services in America and South Africa respectively in 
heading the campaigns on bebalf of the Palestine funds. 
Mr. Neumann told the Convention that he would shortly go back to 
London to attend the meeting of the Actions Committee, which is 
opening on July 28th, and would remain abroad until after the next 
Zionist Congress, thus disposing of rumours that be might take 
over the leadership of the American Zionist Organisation. He 
expressed regret that the falling off in contributions had made it 
necessary to cut the budget of the Jewish Agency in Palestine, with 
the result that a number of Institutions had had to curtail their 
programmes. American Zionists, he said, would have to undertake 
some measures to relieve the financial situation. ‘The economic 
situation of the Jews in Palestine is secure,” Mr. Neumann declared, 
“and American business men could profit greatly by investments in 
Palestine at this time.” 

After a break of two years, the Convention has restored the 
offices of President and Vice-Presidents, left vacant by the last Con- 
vention. Mr. Morris Rothenberg, for many years Chairman of the 
American Keren Hayesod, has been elected President, as the candidate 
of the Lipsky group. The Vice-Presidents are Mr. Robert Szold, 
who was elected Chairman of the Administrative Committee at the 


last Convention in July, 1930, when his Brandeisist group came . 


back into office ; Judge William M. Lewis, who was President of the 
United Palestine Appeal in 1926; and Mr. Elibu D. Stone. Mr. Harry 
Fierst bas been elected Treasurer ; and Mr. Lewis P. Rocker, Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. 


The Convention adopted a resolution asking Dr. Weizmann to 
visit America again, and recalling the great enthusiasm which his 
efforts and leadership have always aroused in the masses of 
American Jewry.

Fifth Revisionist World Conference. 
[COMMUNICATED. 

The Fifth World Conference of the Zionist-Revigionist Union 
will be opened on the l4th August, and will continue for five days. 
This World Conference will claim the attention of the Zionist and 
Jewish public toa far greater degree than any previous conference, 
since the questions on the agenda are of a fundamental character. 
For the first time delegates te the Conference will be elected on the 
basis of the Dinarim so!d, The Dinar isthe Revisionist Party 
Identification. It is the only official acknowledgement of the 
Revisionist programme, which is defined as follows: “ The aim of 
Zionism is the gradual transformation of Palestine (including 
Transjordan) into a Jewish State, ie. into a self-governing com- 
munity with a Jewish majority.” The Dinar (which costs two 
shillings) is to be sold to all members of the Revisionist Union, 
who have attained the age of eighteen. It is the only identifica- 
tion which permits its owner to exercise the right of voting (from 
the age of 18) and the right of being elected (from the ‘age 21), 
July 2lst is the last day for the sale of the Dimar in all countries. 
The venue of the Conference will be definitely fixed within the 
next fortnight,

PALESTINE PAY3 FOR DEFENCE FORCE.

The long standing agitation in Parliament alleging that the 
British taxpayer is contributing heavily to the cost of Palestine’s 
forces was dissipated with to-day’s publication of the Government 
estimates for 1932-38 showing that the local administration will 
contribute £102,000 for the cost of R.A.F. armoured cars in the army 
here end in Transjordan, an increase of £64,000 over the amount 
contributed in 1931. The total Government surplus next year is 
estimated at £38,000, the increase in the to‘al income at £118,000 
and the increase in expenditure at £41,000.

liberty and freedom to combine to protect their conditions and to 
unite with their fellow-workers. In his opinion the Secretary of 
State should withdraw these regulations and give encouragement to 
the mixing of the Jews and Arabs in Palestine in the interest of 
harmony between the two races.

_ COLONEL WEDGWOOD’S ALLEGATION. 

Captain Peter MACDONALD (Conservative Member for the Isle 
of Wight), accused Colonel Josiah Wedgwood of having in one of his 
speeches made a shameful attack on the police of Palestine who 
were trying to keep order between the two conflicting elements in 
thas country.

JERUSALEM WATER SUPPLY. 


Mr. DAVID GRENFELL (Lab., Gower) asked the Secretary for the 
Colonies, in the House of Commons on Tuesday, how many houses 
in Jerusalem wero without direct water supply for washing and/or 
drinking; what immediate action was being taken to deal with the 
present shortage of water in the town; and when it was anticipated 
that the municipality wou'd be able to furnish the town with an 
adequate water supply. 

Sir Puitip CUNLIFFE-LISTER replied: I have no information as 
to ihe number of houses in Jerusalem without direct water supply. 
I understand that, in view of the present shortage, steps have been 
taken to ration the inhabitants. A comprehensive scheme for the 
provision of an enlarged supply frcm a new source, to be undertaken 
by the Government cf Palestine in co-operation with the muni- 
cipality, is at present under active examination, both in its technical 
and inits financial aspects. It is estimated that it will take two 
years to complete the scheme, 


British Official’s Wife Murdered. 


ANOTHER ARAB OUTRAGE. 


Palestine has again been stirred by an outrage in which the wife 
of a high Government official has been murdered by an Arab, while 
the official himself is lying in hospital in a critical condition. The 
victim is Mr. Thomas Tweedie Millar, an ergineer in the Public 
Works Department. In the early hours of last Friday morning a 
fellah broke into Mr. Millar’s house with a degger and stabbed him 
and his wife, afterwards escaping.

The Womanhood of Palestinc.

From Mr. I. SUNLIGHT. 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—Tbe future greatness of Palestine—I mean in the moral and 
spiritual sense—will depend greatly on the women of Palestice. Itis 
the woman that makes the home, and it will be the Jew: sh women who 
will make the Jewish National Home. No other factor can be so potential 
in effecting the consolidation of the Yishub as the powerful influence of a 
highly-cultured and spiritualiy-minded womanhocd. It is, therefore, of 
vital importance to the up-building of our National Home, that Palestine 


should possess a womanhocd that conld help to raise the life in Lre(z. 


Israel to the spiritual height we all desire the Yishubd to attain. 

This happy state cannot, however, be brought about at cnce as if by 
decree. It could only be effected by a slow and gradual process, entail- 
ing a great deal of patience and perseverance. In other words, it would 
have to begin with the young girls while they are at schcol. Along with 
their ordinary lessons, the girls should also be taught to cultivate all the 
lofty womanly virtues such as Modesty, Gentleness, Kindliness, Charita- 
biéness, Truthfulness, lolerance, Friendl ness, Domest city, etc, etc. 
The character and mode of life of the girl pupils should be shaped end 
moulded while they are still young and pliable, so as to cevelop in Pales- 
tine a new and noble type of Jewish womanhood answeiing as near as 
possible the Biblical conception of the Ideal Woman S°n NWN, so beanti- 
fully portrayed in the 3ist chapter of the Pook of Proverbs. 

A Jewish womanhood of this cescription firmly planted on the sacred 
soil of Palestine, would make the Yishub permanently strong and unas- 
sailable. Moreover, the Jewish people, wherever they live, both men 
and women, would inevitably be induced to re-arrange their mode of life 
in such a way as to harmonise with the new conditions of life reigning in 
the Holy Land. 

To encourage the girls in the exercise of these desirable attainments, 
I would suggest the establishment of a Aishet-Hayil Day in Palestine, and 
it should be arranged on the following lines: 

1. The whole of Jewish Palest'ne should for the purpose be divided into 
ten areas. 


2. Out of those girls about to leave school, over 15 years of age, one of 
them should be elected as the Aishet-Hayti of the district. 


3. On a day specially appointed, these distinguished young ladies should be 


“ crowned ” as br "WS surrounded by their teachers and school-mates. The 
coronation ceremony might appropriately include the recilation of the whole 


bn MWR chapter set to music. 

4. Each Aishet-Hayil sh: uld be inscribed in the Golden Book of the Jewish 
National Fund and a certificate to be presented to her during the ceremony. 
In this connection, | would suggest that a special Golden Book be prepared 
wherein only these chosen giris and women of outstanding mer.t m ght be 
Aishet-Hayil shou'd be presented with a scholarship to the value 
of £25. This Scholarship could be utilised for continued education, preferably 
at one of th: Institutions of the W.1.Z.0., for example, the Baby Home in 
Jerusalem, the Hadassah Nurses’ Training School, the Agricultural 8: hcol at 
Nahalal, or at a Teachers’ Training College. Allowing £50 for inci‘ental 
expense, the carrying out of this scheme would require the sum of £500 per 
gnnum—an am unt not at all too high considering the magnitude of the project 
with all that it implies. 

One can only visualise the great and far-reaching results that would 
follow if this scheme were carried into effect. For one thing, the 
beautiful life of our women in Palestine would certainly command the 
respect of their neighbouring Arabs and would arouse the admirati:n of 
the whole world. 

I sincerely hope that a man of vision as well as of wealth, will come 
forward with an offer to provide the requisite sum reccssary for the 
realisation of the proposed scheme, who would thus render the greatest 
service, rot only to our National Home, but also the cause of Judaism in 
all our dispersion,

France. 


A number of French Jews have received high Government appoint- 
ments. Professor A. Levin-Uliman, of the Faculty of Law of Paris 
University, has been appointed Director of the Cabinet of the Minister of 
Justice. M. P. Seligman has been appointed Chief of the Cabinet of the 
Minister of Labour and M. Edmond Welcff, Deputy-Chief. Advocate 
G. Straus has been appointed Chief of the Cabinet of the Minister of the 
Navy. M. A. Seligman has been appointed Deputy Chief of the Cabinet 
of the Minister of Finance. Professor M. Cohen has been appointed 
Chief of the Cabinet of the Minister of Education. Advocate Levi 
Alfanderi bas been appointed Attaché of the Cabipvet of the Minister of 
Pensions. M. Cremer-Rein and M. L. Cohen have received high 
appointments at the Ministries of the Interior and Air respectively. 


Germany. 


The Federal Government has allocated a sum of 120,000 marks as a 
subsidy towards the Jewish land settlement work conducted at Gross 
Gagiow, near Berlin, under the auspices of the Federation of Jewish 
ex-Soldiers. 

Anti-Semitic rioting broke out again last week at the Ber‘in Univer- 
sity, avd the authorities closed the University for two days. 

Dr. Gothein, former C :binet Minister in the German Federal Govern- 
ment, the Piesident of the Federaticn for Combating anti-Semitism, an 
organisation of non-Jewish Germans engaged in fighting anti-Semitism as 
harmful to the German State, presided at the forty-second Annual Con- 
ference of the Federation in Dresden. 

There was a scene last weck at a meeting of the Berlin City Council, 
which had to be suspended for a time, as a result of an outburst by one 
ofthe Nazi membcrs, Conncillor Matschuck, who attacked the municipality 
for having signed a contract with the famous Jewish singer, Alexander 
Kipnis, and the Jewish conductor, Leo Blech, to appear this season at 
the Opera House. 

The meeting of representatives of the Prussian Federation of Jewish 
Communities and of the South German Federations of Jewish Com- 
munities, held at Baden-Baden to consider the qnestion of constituting an 
All-German Federation of Jewish Communities, has agreed on decisions, 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency is informed, that justify the assumption 
that complete understanding will be reached. The decisions are being 
submitted to the various Federations for their con-ideration. 

“ The resolution demand ng the immediate confiscation of the posses- 
sions of East European Jews opens the door to the spy.and the denun- 
ciator, and will have terrible consequences,” the DEUTSCHE ALLGEMBEINE 
ZEITUNG, which is regarded as the organ of the Prime Minis:er, Herr von 
Papen, writes of the resolution to confiscate the property of East 
European Jews, which was adopted by the Prussian Dict. “If our 
internal political conflict goes along there lines,” it says,“ we shall fall 
into economic conditions the results of which it is impossible to con- 
template.” 

The Executive of the All-German Actors’ Association has is:ued a 
statement protesting against the decision adopted by the Prussian Parlia- 
ment that Jews are not to be employed in the Prussian State Theatres. 
The Conference of Actors’ Federations in Germany, which opened last 
week in Berlin, is also taking up the matter. 


Daniel Prenn, the Jewish tennis champion, has been chosen as one of 


the four players who will represent Germany against Brifain im the semi- 


final tie of the Davis Cup Competition (European Zone) in Berlin to-day. 

The Hitlerists are aiming at confiscating the possessions not only of 
East European Jews, but of all Jews living in Germany, and they will 
proceed to carry this part of their programme into effect if they should 
succeed in obtaining a clear majority in the forthcoming elections to the 
Reichstag, the WELT AM MONTAG of Berlin, declares. Itclaimsthat it has 
a copy of the Hitlerist programme in its possession, and that Paragraph 
i4 lays it down that “the entire possessions, movable and immovable, 
of members of the Jewish nation will be confiscated.” Another paragraph 
in the programme, the WELT. AM MonTAG says, provides for the intern- 
ment of non-productive citizens (a Hitlerist synonym for Jews) in concen- 
tration camps. 

The High &chool of Jewish Learning (Hochschule fiir die Wissenschaft

Greece. 


The Greek Cabinet, asa result «f the efforts of the Jewish Deputies, 
has now modified its original decision to reduce the State subsidy of 
1,£00,000 drachmas to the Jewish schvols by 50 per cent. and has decided 
to reduce it by only 397,000 drachmas. 


Italy. 


_Despite strenuous efforts to secure a heavy poll, only about twenty- 
five to thirty per cent. of the members of many important Jewish Com- 
munities in Italy have recorded their votes in the Jewish Communal) 
Elections, which have resulted in a victory for the Orthodox elements, 


A‘ Milan, the well-known Italian Jewish writer, Signor Sabatino 
has been elected President. 


Poland. 
The Property of East European Jews. 


| The resolution passed by the Prussian Diet to confiscate the 
property of East European Jews living in Prussia, has aroused a 
storm of protest ‘throughout Poland. When the Warsaw corres. 
pondent of THe JEWIsH CHRON ICLE Called at the Polish Foreign Office, 


he was informed that if the Prussian resolution was acted upon, the 
Polish .Government would not hesitate to take reciprocal action 
against Germans resident in Poland. There are 80,000 Polish Jews 
in Prussia, and almost as many Germans in Poland. 


According to the figures of the last census only about ten per cent. o 
the Jews in Poland registered Polish as their mother tongue. In the 
census of 1922 about 25 per cent. registered Polish. 


Rumania. 


The Union of Rumanian Jews has concladed an election pact for the 
coming Parliamentary Elections with the Federation of Merchants, which 
is placing fifteen candidates of the Union of Rumanian Jews as leading 
candidates on its lists. 

Only a few weeks after the severe floods of last April, which were 
described by the Rumanian Government Floods Commission as the 
worst since 1872, Rumania is experiencing an even more disastrous out- 
break of floods, in which the Jews are suffering terribly, together with 
the rest of the population. The Jewish areas are particularly affected, 
and many Jewish towns are completely submerged. Loss of life is 
reported from a number of places. The Jewish town of Soroca, which 
was the worst sufferer in the April floods, in which 495 houses collapsed 
and 800 families were rendered homeless, is again inundated, Jassy, one 
of the largest cities in Rumania, which has a Jewish population of about 
50.000, is almost completely submerged. The water is two metres high 
in some places. About two thousand people have been rendered home- 
less. All communication. with the city is broken. The floods have 
affected the lighting s) stem and the town is in complete darkness at night. 


Russia. 


Jews in Industry and Agriculture, 


The mass absorption of Jews into industry and agriculture 

has completely changed the face of the Jewish population in the 
U.S.S.R. In pre-war Russia the percentage of Jewish workers and 
peasants was negligible. The greater part of the Jews, as a result 
of the restrictions imposed on them by the Tsarist government, 
were compelled to engage in petty trade and crafts for a livelihood. 
At the present time the number of Jews working for hire and the 
number of Jewish peasants are increasing at a tremendous rate. 
In 1931, states the Press Service of the Soviet Union Year Book, 
the total num of Jews working for hire in the Soviet Union was 
790,000. As compa with 1926 the number represents an increase 
of two-and-a-half times; compared with 1927-28 it represents 
an increase of 82 per cent., nod with 1929-30 an increase of 40.5 
per cent. i 

There bas been a particularly large growth in the number of 
Jewish workers. In 1926 they numbered 153,000 and in 1931 
$42,000. This included 195,000 in the Ukraine, 52,000 in White 
Russia and 95,000 in the R.S.F.S.R. From 1929-30 to 1931 alone the 
number of Jewish workers had increased by 114,000, or by 50.3 per 
cent. This included an increase of 65,000 or 55.3 per cent. im the 
Ukraine, 18,000 or 48 per cent. in White Russia, and 36,200 or 61.5 
in the R.S.F.S.R. 

Whereas in pre-war Russia the Jews were only allowed, to 
engage in such industries as tailoring, leather and the like, and that 
only in the prescribed settlements, the Jews now have access to the 
heavy industries, and many of them are employed in the metal- 
lurgical industries. There are big groups of Jewish workers in 
Magnitostroy, the C-mbinestroy in Saratov, the antomobile works 
in Nijni-Novgorod, the ball-bearing works, the tractor works in 
Kharkov and Stalingrad, etc. 

Owing to the fact that many big new industrial enterprises have 
been put into operation this year, the number of Jewish workers is 
increasing at a even greater rate, as the figures for the first quarter 
of 1982 show. 

As regards Jews in agriculture, their number is also steadily 
increasing as a result of the planned policy of settling Jews on the 
land. Before the Revolution there were only 52,700 Jewish peasants 
in Russia. The number of Jewish peasants in the Soviet Union is 
shown in the following table:

This year the number of Jewish peasants is expected to 
increase still more as a result of the mass settlement of Jewish 


workers on the land. In Biro-Bidjan alone the number to be 
settled on the land this year is 14,000. ,

THREATENED ATTACK AVERTED, 


MISCONCEPTION OF ZIONISM. 
[From our Parliamentary Correspondent.) 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

It was expected that the subject of Palestice would again figure in 
the Colonial Office Debate which took place in the House on Friday last. 
Indeed, for some days before the Debate, ramours had been flying about 
the Lobby to the effect that attacks on Zionism would be mace by pro- 
Arab sympathisers, and a great deal was expected to be heard about 
alleged Arab grievances. Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., sat vigilantly through 
the Debate, armed with data and statistics, ready to meet the threatened 
attack and acain to present the Zionist case. Mr. Janner had also 
mustered together his colleagues of the Parliamentary Palestine 
Committee, who were obviously awaiting the opportunity of correct- 
ing any misconceptions that would have arisen f:om the pro-Arab 
specches which were anticipated. The course of the Debate, however, 
was such that a discussion on the gencral question of policy in Palestine 
could not be reached. On this occasion, matters affecting Kenya, Malta and 
other Colonies were accorded precedence, and, as the House rises early on 
Fridays, Members who had intended to speak against Zionist policy and 
effort failed to obtain an opportunity of doing so. 

Palcstine was only briefly mentioned in the Debate on two occasions. 
One Member complained in a spirit of pique that the time occupied in 
discussing Palestice affairs in the earlier Colonial OM: e Debate pri vented 
the Hou e from dealing with a question in which he was particularly 
interested. The only other reference to Palestine concerned -restrictions 
upon the organisation cf the Palestine Postal Workers and their pMili tion 
to the International Transport Workers’ Federation and the Jewish 
Federation of Labour, [Reported in Land of Israel News on pages 22 and 
23 in this issue). 

Ig is rather surprising to find that among Members in the 
House whose sympithies are strongly pro-Arab there lingers the belief 
that Zionism is doomed. I understard that «ne Member gleefully 
expressed the opinion that Zionist development in Palestine was definitely 
arr:stol and that world interest in the movement was on the decline, 
thus preraging the doom of Zioni«m. Such a view is, of course, by no 
means widely held in the Lobbies, but it is worthy of mention here as 
indicating the relentless nature,of the opposition which Z o.ism has to 
ontend with in the House on the part of a few Members whose fanatical 
chostility to the movement aprears to te irrepressible.

Value of the Minorities’ Treaties. 


BIOLOGICAL FAILURE OF WAR, 


A Garden Party, under the auspices of the Jewish Peace Society 
was given on Sunday afternoon, at 50, Porchester Terrace, W.2 (by 
permission of Mr. and the Hon, Mrs. E. L. Franklin). Sir WALTER 
NAPIER and Sir Meyer SPIELMAN (Chairman of the Jewish Peace 
Society) were the speakers. Lord Roruscuttp presided. The 
members of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies who attended the 
Union's Conference (reported elsewhere), were among the guests. 

Dealing with the question of Minorities, Sir WALTER NaPizrR 
said that the last war really arose from the ill-treatment of 
Minorities, and that unless Minorities were properly treated their 
civilisation must fail. He recalled the Jewish pogroms in Russia, 
and how in Germany the P: ussians tried to make Germans out of 
Poles. Sir Walter also dealt, inter alia, with the question of the 
essential rights of Minorities, which, he said, had not been very well 
observed. On the other band, some countries had done their utmost 
to make their Minorities content, and if he were asked to draw 
up a list of such countries, he would put Esthonia at the 
head, Esthonia told her Minorities, for instance, to manage 
their own schools, for which they would be provided with a 
certain amount of money. That was what he called cultural 
autonomy, and it had proved very successful. In Czecho-Slovakia, 
too, he considered that the Minorities were treated well. Taken as a 
whole he was inclined to think that the treaties had effected a 
certain amount of good in the treatment of Minorities. 

Sir MeverR SPIELMAN devoted his address to giving the origin of 
the Jewish Society or Peace; and after stating its objects drew a 
v.vid picture of the devastating and heartrending effects of war, and 
quoted figures to show the enormous sums of money which were 
expended in this country annually upon preparations for war. 
Among the reasons which he gave for disarmament were that 
armaments led to war; international agreements bad reduced the 
risk of war, and a la:ge expenditure on armamen'‘s was a press- 
ing burden on the peoples of the world. Sir Meyer appealed to his 
hearers to support the Jowish Peace Society. 

Lord ROTHSCHILD said that as a biologist he wished to draw 
their attention to the statement made by the Germans that 
war was a biological necessity. He did not know whether it was 
or was not. All he did know was that it had a very bad biological 
effect upon the status of every nation in the world, because war 
did not destroy, like disease, the weak and the crippled, but it 
destroyed the flower of manhood and the best of each country. 
Therefore, as a biologist, he said, “Do away with War once acd 
for all.” 

The Cuier Raps (Dr. J. H. Her'z), who proposed a vote of 
thanks to the speakers, referred to the fact that at one of the recent 
International Congresses for the Protection of Minorities, it was 
proposed—he did not know whether it wos adopted—tbat the motto 
of the Congress should be taken from the 24th chapter o! Leviticus: 
“Ye shall bave one manner of law as well for the stranger, as for 
the home-born.” That was Jewish law; Jewish justice; Jewish 
equity; Jewish humanity. Referring to the Disarmament Con- 
ference, Dr. Hertz urged that a message should be sent to it from 
that gathering. The more messages the Conference received the 
better Public opinion ruled the world, but unfortunately they had 
let the statesmen and the civil spokesmen be brushed aside by the 
experts who spoke for everything that was evil and destructive and 
hateful in human nature. He suggested that the message to the 
Conference should express their deep sense of disappointment at the 
slow progress that was being made, and their earnest hope that the 
civil delegation would rescue the Conference from its present incon- 
clusiv: ness by securing substantial qualitative disarmament 4s 
proposed by Sir John Simon. 

The Chief Rabbi's sugg’s‘ion was agreed to. | 

Professor NORMAN BENTWICH, Professor of International Peace 
at the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, told the gathering that when 
he saw, Sir Herbert Samuel at Geneva last week he appeared to be 
more optimistic and thought that things bad taken a turn for the 
better with the declaration on the part of the American delegation. 

A vote of thanks to Lord Rothschild for presiding was accorded, 
on the motion of Mr. Harry R. Lewis (Vice-Chairman of the Society), 
and the Host and Hostess were thanked for their hospitality on the 
proposition of Lord Rothschild.

From Mr. JULIUS NEUMANN, 
To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—I think the Insurance Companies and also your various corres- 
pondents have overlooked the fact that Jews are insurers in a greater 
proportion than their numbers would warrant and consequently also in @ 
greater proportion claimants. That has todo with the way Jews make their 
living. There are more small independent business men among Jews, 
although probably quite a number of such independent workers may be 
worse off than many wage-earners. If the above fact is not properly 
realised by a number of Companies and if they think that they can afford 
to insult a section of their clients, I think that those Companies will soon 
find that they have lost business which their rivals will have gained. Itis 
natural that a Company should as:ure itself about the morality of any 
client just in the same way as any business man will do, but it is 
surely quite an impossible proposition to claim that Insurance Companies 
are right in issuing instructions and tariffs specially discriminating 
against Jews. | 

l emphatically protest also against the very objectionable way one of 
your Jewish correspondents tries to allot some special morality to British- 
born Jews. Surely no British-born Jew would be held responsible for any 
British-born crook or swindler, and that same fact applies to aliens. 

It would be surely objectionable to create a Jewish Information Office 
for the purpose of Ifsurance. This would suggest a justification of the 
very objectionable way some of the Companies have of generalising 
instead of individualising concerning business with Jews. 

What is necessary is to form a body charged to eradicate any evil 
which is within our Community, but which would at the same time be 
able to intervene in general and individual cases of economic discrimina- 
tion or defamation. I think that this affair with the Insurance Companies 
proves once more strikingly the need for the formation of a Jewish League 
for Economic Promotion and Protection, which I have advocated now for 
some years.

Sirn,—Apropos the recent articles and correspondence on the 
subject of Insurance ban on Jews, as an Insurance Broker of many 
years standing with a large Jewish clientcle, I make bold to say 
that, in my opinion, with the exception ofa few non-tariff Companies, 
the Insurance Otfices are notactuated by any feeling of anti-Semitism 
or prejudice when considering a proposal fromaJew. This is proved 
by the fact that Companies which bave been transacting a large 
volume of Jewish business for a great number of years still continue 
doing so. 

One fails to realise that, in regard to Burglary Insurance, most of the 
trades in which Jews are eng»ged are of a nature most attractive to 
to thieves. Ccnsequently, claims are many. Only when this class of 
business is transacted in bulk can it be made profitable to the Insurance 
Companies. It necessarily follows that those Companies which do not 
make a feature of Jewish risks are inclined to turn down a proposal 
submitted to them, which gives rise to the belief that their action has 
been prompted by a feeling of prejudice. As for Fire risks, these are for

of bulk business therefore a'so applies to Fire Insurance. 

In regard to Motor Insurance, no reputable Office will turn down 4@ 
proposal unless they have a just and proper cause. especially if the 
proposer holds policies in other departments. Within certain limits, if a 
policy-h®lder has proved himself unprofitable to the Company, ratber 
than cancel the policy outright, they will impose terms, commensurate 
with the claims experience, which are eventually modified or altogether 
removed if the risk improves. This manner of dealing invariably proves 
advantageous to the insured as well as to the insurers. 

I wiil say that several of the less imp rtant Offices—happily their 
number is small—do discriminate. These are of no account. 

I am not in favour of the suggestion for the establishment of an 
Information Bureau, believing that no benefit can accrue therefrom. I 
am convinced that the existing machinery at the disposal of the Offices 
for proving the moral worth of any risk is adequate. 


In conclusion, I would add that a great deal of trouble arises from the — 


fact that, in many instances, proposers do not realise the great importance 
of furnishing accurate information, and disclosing material facts in 4 
proposal which becomes the basis of the contract, even if such informa- 
tion is of an unfavourable na ure. I do not sucgest that this is wilfully 
done to mislead the Company, but that it is due to indifference and 
a failing to give proper attention to the questions set out in the proposal 
form on the part of the proposer, who, very often, is a busy and harassed 
person.

Regarding the question of an Association, may I inform you that some 
seven years ago a Committee of three or four Jewish gen'lemen were 
paid a nominal expense retainer to examine all proposals and cla’ms put 
forward by proposers of the Jewish Faith and, f om what I understand, 
did their work well for about two years when the Companies gave up 
using their services. 

I still maintain that a Committee of Jewish gentiemen of repute, 
living and mixing in the districts where Jewry are larg: ly insured, 
whose services are re:ained by all Companies holding Jewish Insurances, 
would be of benefit, both to the Companies ani the good name 
of Jewry in the British Isles. Mey I also add that, as an Insurance 
Broker and Assessor, who values his basiness and the good name of his 
People, I would be only too willing to assist on any Committee that would 
help to remove this unearned stigma exposed in the DAILY EXPRESS 
article.

As everyone knows, the profit on small policies is no$ 
very great, and the company appealed to Jews who had big business to 
place to assist them by giving them some, but, unfortunately, the big 
business Jew was indifferent, leaving it in the hands of his broker. The 
broker, who has influence with companies, by neason of his large supply 
of business, will not trouble with the small policy that brings him only a 
few shillings in commission. That is the root of the evil. 

The company was eventually absorbe by the parent company, and 
has, I believe, ceased to exist as a separate entity.

THE “MORRIS DAVIS HALL.” 


Last Sunday, some of the Hon. Officers and membors of the 
Federation of Synagogues and support rs of the Bayswater Jewish 
Schools assembled at the Institution, Lancaster Road, Notting Hill, 
to witness the ceremony of naming the large Assembly Hall in 
honour of Mr. Morris Harold Davis, L.C.C., President of the 
Federation of Synagogues. 

The Cuter Raps (Dr. J. H. Hertz), President of the Schools, 
who was in the Chair, said that the Federation of S\ nagogues was a 
great organisation, but it had not been given its just due or recog: 
nition for the lasting and, in every sense, Jewish work it 
achieved for Metropolitan Jewry. For Avo/ah—promotion of 
Jewish life—no organisation did as much to help the poor 
struggling Jews to build Synagogues and to fill them with worshippers 
every Sabbaths The Federation co-operated with the Beth Din, and 
no less than ten Rabbanim of the Federation were affiliated with the 
Beth Din as official supervisors. They were not in opposition to the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities but in co-operation with them. Wherever 
the welfare of Judaism called, the Federation was ready witl its 
help. When he (Dr. Hertz) bad appealed for funds towards the 

ecretarial and other expenses in connection with Calendar Reform, 
oe Federation sent him £100. The Federation bad also contributed 
handsomely to the cause of Gemiluth Chassadim, with donations for 
the relief of the Ukrainian Jews, Zionist funds, and religious 
education. It had given £2,000 to the Talmud Torah Trust and 


_ £500 to the Yeshiva, and he hoped that Jews’ College would in time 


receive financial help from the Federation. The Bayswater Schools 
had done remarkable work for seventy years in a poor district. A 
few years ago, the old school premises in Harrow Road were con- 
demned by the L.C.C., and he appealed then to the Community for 
funds for a new building in order that the schoois should not close 
down. The response had been satisfactory, and they now tad 
one of the most beautiful school. buidings in the whole of 
London, They were still in debt, however, and when Mr. Davis 
inspected the schools and saw the great work that was being done 
there, he said that the Federation would help. The result was that 
a meeting was called and, with its usual generosity, the Federation 
voted a sum of £1,000 for the schools. At no time hod the activities 
of the Federation risen to such a high standard. Every institution 
had a personality at its head, and tie Federation wis particularly 
fortunate in its President. In dep appreciation of the great work 
the Federation was doing, the School Authorities, said Dr. Hertz, 
had decided to name the Assembly Hall “The Morris Davis Hal,” 
in grateful recognition of the generous help received from the 
Federation of Synagogues during the Presidency of Mr. Morris 
Harold Davis, L.C.C. 

The Rev. WALTER LEVIN, Chairman of \he Execi 
supporting the tribute to the Federation pad by the Chief Rabbi, said 
that Mr. Davis was following in the foots'eps the ffrst Lord Swaythling, 
its first President. When the new school was\being erected, Dr. Hertz 
had himself collected £17,000. 

Mr. H. CONTENT, the Headmaster, said he hoped that the fineexample 
of the Federation would be followed by others. 

Mrs. J. Davis unveiled a tablet recording the gift. 

Mr. M H. Davis, in responding, sail he w's grateful to the Chief 
Rabbi for his kind reference to the work of the Federation of Synagogues. 
The support of Jewish Nati nalism had brought a ri ht spirit into the 
Federation. Institutions ‘hat were divorced from Jewish Nationalism 
did very little, and the Federation ha: no desire to help such institutions, 
He felt that the future of the Jewish race rested upon the atmosphere of 
Jewish Echools. He hoped that Dr. Hertz would have double reason to 
praise the Federation next year. Its balance-sheet of last year showed 
that the Federation had given during the year over £5,000 to various 
charities and educational organisations.

"xtraordinary as the book of Zoharis in itself, sti]l more remark- 
able is this volume, though it has nothing of the weirdness and com- 
plexity of the former, It is not an attempt to translate the text of 
the Zohar such as it is found in the consecutive order. Only selected 
extracts are given, merely specimens af the rich contents of the 
Zohar. What we have here is an elaborate study of the Zohar itself; 
its origin, its probable time of composition, the place where it 
orig nated, the influence which it exercised upon the Jews down to 
our modern times. These are, however, the shells which enve!op 
the central part of the book; they may frightem away the reader 
scmewhat, for they are of a critical and historical character; 
but there is strict logie, keen observation, profound study of the 
mystical movements in Spain and of the great mystics who 
flourished in that country. The author develops a somewhat 
novel theory; he evdeayours to trace the origin of the book, 
and above all its contents, to Spain; but he goes many steps 
farther, he shows curious parallelisms between the mystic 
schools and tendencies among Christian and Mohammedan 
philosophers and thinkers. He believes that the Zobar has grown 
up under these influences, has absorbed and sssimilated many 
of them, while giving them an entirely Jewish character. Indeed 
the fact that the biblical verses are so many pegs to hang these 
speculations on, and that the real aim and argument is to 
find im the words of the Bible the basis for these mystical 
speculations and their justification, excludes from the begin- 
ning the possibility that extraneous influences should have 
contributed much of the material out of which these specu- 
lations have been woven. It is not my aim, however, in this 
brief review to discuss the points raised by the author with 
great ingenuity and learning, and with a deep understanding 
which readers. will learn to respect, the deeper they get into the 
chapters where he expounds his theory. A special one is dedicated 
toa the problem of the compilation, by Moses de Leon, and with 
complete knowledge of the arguments set forth by divergent schools, 
he discusses very minutely the relation between Moses de Leon and 
the Zohar. In a fair manner he adduces the opinions of those who 
believe that Moses de Leon was the author, and tel's the legends 
which surround that story, nor does he ignore the accusations 
levelled against de Leon, alleging that he had forged these docu- 
ments. lam glad to see that he also accepts the view which I 
endeavour to stress elsewhere that Moses de Leon must be 
absolved of the accusations of having deliberately forged the book. 
He also considers him to be a mere compiler who bad access to 
ancient documents and connected them together so as to create 
out of this disparate material a homogeneous and connected 
commentary to the Pentateuch; but he still adheres to the idea 
that it may have been Moses de Leon who ascribed the book to 
Simeon ¥Yohai. I believe I have dispelled this legend, and have 
cleared the character of Moses de Leon. 

Important and valuable as all this undoubtedly is, its value 
almést pales when we approach the chapter im which the author 
describes the Zohar. This is the real gom of the book. If this 
alone had been published it would have quite sufficed to place 
the author among our foremost poets and writers. It is a-dithy- 
rambic hymn, in which the author sings the praises of the glory of 
the Zohar ; he is carried away in an ecstasy of exultation and exalta- 
tion. He lives in a different world of spirits ard angels, he 
probes the depths of human emotion, and he rises on the wings

The Wisdom which reflects the glory 
of God, casts ita halo round the Zohar. The author sees in it 
not merely the entrance to the Hall, but the very key to open the 
portals which lead to the Divine secrets, The book is unique of its 
kind, revealing the hidden mysteries of the past concealed under the 
words of the Divine Law. and holds a revelationof the future. The 
eight of itis hke a flash of lightning, blinding those not prepared 
to receive it, and in its very simp! city and naiv. ty it appeals to the 
unsophisticated heart of man. True though the words of scripture 
are twisted out of their meaning, true though no logical argument 
can be found in its sequence, those who are carried above 
by their mystic contemplation lose the consciousness of time 
and space, and are not limited to the material world with its 
rigid laws and fixed determinations, such as are consequent on 
the realities of the lower world. One must read this panegyric 
to feel that it is written under a special inspiration of high 
poetical conception and mystical understanding, and it is not 
without admiration that I have had this chapter read to me 


and rep-ated, and I am sure anyone who will do likewise will be 


equaly impressed with the wonderful poem. It is only from this 
that he will be able to gather a proper understanding of the Zohar, 
os the tock which bas given to the Jewish mind a new direction. 
Instinetively the people felt that something great had been offered 
to them, and justat the time when people yearn for a new ray of 
light to illumine their doubts and darkness, nothing could be more 
welcome than such a book full of divine splendour. It must, how- 
ever, not be thought that any speculations like these could 
appeal to the masses; they hrd to be reserved for the select, 
Weary of other philosophic theories which may have satisfied the 
mind, but have left the heart empty, they turned to this new pbilo- 
sophy, aglow with deep religiousen otions, which brought them nearer 
to God. They found anew meaning in the teachings o: the Bible and 
a bigber value was placed upon the Commandments, not always 
agreeing with tho e le gal interpretations which they were bound to 
ace pt by the authority of their Rabbis and scholars. A certain 
loosening of the bonds fo lowed, as is always the case when esoteric 
doctrines slowly filter through down to the masees. It is the process 
by which the Spirit passing through ten Sephirot roads slowly 
becomes condensed till it assumes a material form. Those high 
principles also get misunderstood, and their application, instead of 
strengthening the bond, contributes to their weakening ; but this 
does not detract from the value of this fine book and of the beautiful 
chapter on the Zoharitself. Abstracts follow, containing translations 
from the revelations made to the great and small holy assemblies, 
The author then discusses the influence which the book has 
exercised on the Jews since the exile from Spain. He might 
have discussed a little more fully the new system of 
Cabbalah by Luria which rests exclusively on the Zvchar. 
He lightly refers to the_ Messianic movement which found its 
expression in the person of the false Messiah, Sabbatai Zevi, and 
then led to the Hassidic movement. It is all on the wane, buta 
new era is now beginning and the study of the Zohar wil! be under- 
taken in a truly critical spirit. The various component elements 
will be separated and each of them traced to their remote origin, 
This no doubt will modify to a certain extent the views expressed 
by the author, and the influence which these mystic speculations 


and literary activities have exercised upon the Jewish spirit in the 


course of centuries will be greatly appreciated. Whatever the 
results may be, the work of Dr. Bension will remain an out- 
standing monument of poetic vision, and an inspired interpretation 
of the Book of Splendour. The book has six beautiful illustrations. 


“A PLEA FOR AN ENGLISH —— 
HISTORY. OF JEWISH LAW.” 


By Bertram B. Benas, B.A,, LL.B, Barrister-at-Law (1932, No. 1 of 
the Publications of the Society for Jewish Jurisprudence, 
English Branch). 

In this attractive but learned little pamphlet (reprinted from 
the Jurtprcan Revrew) Mr. Benas certainly makes good his plea. 
It may not be a new plea, but if merits all the more attention on 
that account. In truth, the comparative study of ancient law— 
indeed of modern law, too—is in danger of coming toan end. New 
materials come into existence every day, but they are not available 
to the general student... The Semitics scholar may be familiar with 
Eastern order ancient and modern, but knows little or nothing of 
either English or Civil Law. The academic European lawyer (with 
the possible exception of Koschakes on the continent, but with no 
exception in this country) is not learned in Semitic languages—and 
leoks in vain for translations. It is to such-circumstances that we 
owe the fact that no Maine has arisen in the last forty years. 


The study of the Rabbinic Law suffers from precisely the same 


impasse. On the one side we have learned and subtle Talmudiste | 


knowing nothing of English or Roman Law, or, knowing a little, 
prone to snatch af a superficial or accidental resemblance as evidence 
of a Jewish origin. On the other hand, the trained jurist has no 
knowledge of the Jewish law, and indeed a contempt for the little 
he hears of it. 


What is needed is, firstly, translations of the documents, lightly 
annotated. When, if ever, that is achieved, much will have been 
done. The second requisite is a historical study of Jewish law. 
As Mr. Benas rightly says, partnership between a Talmudist and 
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an English or civil lawyer, academically trained, would be excellent 
for either of these two purposes (such a partnership a; that of Mr. 
Driver and Sir John Miles at Oxford, who, we hear, are at work on 
a new translation of the Assyrian Code). That the works we have 
asked for will be forthcoming in the near future, there is at present 
no sign. But to the exponent of the Jewish law, it must be said, 
with all respect, that if the Rabbinic law has been unduly disregarded 
by the world, it is not difficult to apportion the blame, ASD. 


Notes on Books and Authors. 

A cordial welcome must be given to THe PALESTINE DIRECTORY 
AND HANDBOOK, published by the “ Mischar W'Taasia” Publishing 
and Exhibition Co., Ltd., Tel-Aviv, which has just been issued for 
the first time. It is a portly volume of 630 page:, well printed 
and bound; and the wealth of information that it contains is 
fully worth the 800 mils (about sixteen shillings) asked for it. It 
consists of two sections, one in English and the other in 
Hebrew, which to a large extent cover practically the same 
ground, though the Hebrew section, which is larger, devotes 
much more space to the directories of Narious Jewish townships 
and colonies. About one-third of the English section consists of 
up-to-date information about the land of Palestine and about 
various aspects of economic activity, and all the leading 
Institutions and Organisations, agriculture, trade and industry, 
banking and currency, transport and tourist traffic, are 
all described in an able manner. There arealso interesting 
data about the Government and its principal departments, as 
well as about the Jewish Agency and other leading Jewish bodies, 
and also the Supreme Moslem Council and the Arab Executive. 
The value of this “Palestine Directory” is further enhanced by 
the inclusion of particulars relating to the co-operative and 
Trade Union movements and the figures of thaseecent census, 
while the part devo‘'ed-to the Directory gives the names of all the 
Government officials arranged according to Departments, and the 
hames of Consular Officersand the Heads of Religious Communities, 
(hambers of Commerce and all important Jewisy/Prganisations of 
an economic character. The addresses in both Htbrew and English 
sections, are arranged for the most part according to occupations. 
Kach section has a carefully-compiled index, and reference is also 
facilitated by projecting tabs with captions. The publishers are to 
be warmly congratulated oa their very useful venture which, it is 
to be hope, will prove to be a hardy annual.

Under the pretentious title, WHAT Is New Zionism? Mr. Kadmi 
Cohen has written a pamphlet (Edition “Le Triangle,’ 8, 
Stanislas, Paris, 6 frs.) in which he expresses his profound 
dissatisfaction with the present state of Zionist progress in 
Palestine, and unfolds the outlines of a scheme which he believes 
will certainly lead to the creation of a Jewish State. Unfortunately 
the pamphlet, originaily written in French, has been badly 
translated, and the English is occasionally rather Gallic. Mr. 
Kadmi Cohen's views on the, present-day Zionist policy may be 
gathered from his use of such phrases as “ humbugging a few “more 
Jews into Palestine "' and“ disgraceful solicitations in Ministers’ ante- 
rooms in London.” His own proposals, which consist mainly in the 
convening of a pan-Jewish Congress and the raising of an inter- 
national loan, do not possess the least originality, as these proposals 
have been made before; but so far they have proved impracticable, 
and Mr. Kadmi Coben does not give the least indication how they 
are to berealised. The pamphlet contains some serious slips (such 


as that “the famous Wh:te Book was published in 1932"’), and the 


style of chronology used on the last page shows either that the 
author did not trouble to look through the translation or that ho 
unfortunately trusted to the judgment of others.

Proposed Jewish Clerical Council. 


‘From our Correspondent.,| 

At a meeting of the Hebrew Vis'tation Board held at the Great 
Synagogue Chambers, the sub-Committee which had been appointed 
for the purpose of revising the present constitution, submitted a 
scheme which promises to revolutionise the communal machinery of 
Manchester and Salford. It is proposed that a Jewish Clerical 
Council be formed, which shall consist of Ministers and Chazanim 
of various local Synagogues. Its objects are to include the fostering 
of the interests of the Jewish Clergy; the visitation of Hospita's, 
Convalescent Homes, Workhcouses, Prisons and similar institutions, 
end the visitation of the homes of the Jewish peor. The Council 
shal! meet for general purposes not less than once in each quarter 
to consider the work of the Visitation, Welfare and Finance Sub- 
Committees, through which its activities are to be carried out. 
Laymen may be co-opted on the Sub-Committees at the discretion 
of the General Council. Each Sub-Committee sball bave its own 
Chairman and Hon. Secretary while the government of the Council 
shall be vested in an Executive, comprising a President, Vice- 
President, Treasurer and Hon. Secretary, all of whom sball be 
elected annually.

Consecration of Cemetery.

In consequence of the recent smalgamation of the three 
principal Synagegues in the city, combined with the fact that the 
Jewish population has greatly increased in recent years, it was 
found imperative that the cemetery belonging to the Old Hebrew 
Congregation should be considerably enlarged. For that purpose, 
the United Congregation secured a large plot of land adjoining the 


, cemetery to serve the purpose of burials for a generation or two. 


The constructional work, etc., has involved an cutlay of consider- 
ably over £2,000, a small portion of which has been eccured from 
individual donations. The Executive of the United Congregation 
appeals for donations from thore who have not yet responded. 
Thanks have been accorded to Mr. T. R. Trigg, the Superintendent 
under the Parks Committee of the City Council, for his services in 
connection with the work of reconstruction. 

The consecration of the new section of the cemetery wes held 
on Sunday. The Service was conducted by the Revs. Dr. J. Abelson, 
S. Diamond and E. Kahan (of Harrogate). An address was delivered 
by the Rev. Dr. Abelson. The Rev. E. Kahan spoke on behalf of the 
Herrogate Community. Prior to the consecration, a Service was 
held for the purpose of coneecrating two new cemetery gates, 
presented by Mr. Samuel Bodlender (of Harrogate) and his sister, 
Mrs. Rose, in memory of their parents, the late Mr. and Mrs.

The 5 per cent. War Loan conversion operation by the British 
Treasury is the one absorbing topic in the City. The scheme is 
simplicity itself. Briefly, it is that over £2,000,000,000 of 5 per cent. 
War Loan stock will be paid off at par on December Ist next, plus a 
half year’s interest. This is an enormous amount of morfey and 
naturally other avenues of investment must be secured. To provide 
for this, the Treasury offers conversion ftom the 5 per cent. War 
Loan into a new stock called the 3} per cent. War Loan. This new 
loan cannot be repaid prior to 1952. Those.who notify their desire 
to convert into the new loan before July 31st, will secure acash bonus 
of £1 percent. If cash is required on December Ist, notice to that 
effect must be given prior to September 30th next, otherwise 
the 5 per cent. War Loan stock will be automatically converted 
into the new 3} per cent. Loan. There is nothing complicated 
concerning this immense operation. It is a clear-cut scheme and 
one which has been hailed with satisfaction, not only at home but 
in foreign countries. 


New Savings Certificates. 

The sale of Savings Certificates has been temp°rari! y suspended. 
There is no intention, however, of abandoning that valuable method 
of borrowing. As amatter of fact, details are already available of 
an new series of Savings Certificates, which will be onsale after a 
short interval. The price of the new certificates will be 16s., as in 
the case of the last two issues. The value of the new series will 
increase to 23s. after eleven years, which compares with a value 
of 24s. in ten years on the previous issue. The first 4d. of interest 
will be added at the ent@-of-ene_year from the date of purchase.

Music and Drama. 


LOVE'S LABOUR’S LOST (Wes'!minster). 


When we take up this play in its printed form and feel the joy of its 
language aud the delicacy of its trifles, we are led to devide that it is a 
play to be read rather than acted. If that decision is amended after 
seeing Mr. Tyrone Guthrie's production at the Westminster, it is surely 
paying a sincere compliment both to the producer and to the artists 
who bave essayed to bring into substance imagery which the music of 
Shakespeare's words builds facrily in the imagination. The basis of 
their success, I believe, lies in their pure enjoyment of the work. And 
pure enjoyment, conscious of and happy im the very artificiality of 
the matter. spreads like some skilfaliy blendel perfume, from stage 
to auditorium, beautiful in its unsubstantiality. The lightness is 
never allowed to condense into something ponderable; the baser 
Clements are barred from lovely unreality. Everything is believable 
that is beautiful, and never a cloud of deubt is allowed to shade the firma- 
ment ef poetry's limitless credo. 1 have beard Abraham Sofaer speak 
well in Shakespeare before, but never better than he does as Bi:on. Vera 
Poliakoff s “ Princess of France” is quite entrancing. Richard Gvoolden’s 
“ Costard” supplies invaluable assistance to the fan and is admirably 


backed up by Joan White as Moth, and Eugene Leahy as Don Adriano, 


the fautastical Spaniard. Evan John and Robert Bddison are quite 
brilliant in their respective réles. At the conclusion of the play, I decided 
that I had bad an evening of pure Shakespeare and unadulterated joy. 


THE MARVELLOUS BOY (Everyman). 

The story of the eigh‘eenth century wonder boy of Bristol, Thomas 
Chatterton, who committed suicide at the age of cighteen after having 
produced some amazingly fine poetry, is one of those which with all its 
appearance of the dramatic is not easy tofitintodrama. A. T. Hocking 
has put the tale in stage form with remarkable faithfulness to the fact 
even more than to the spirit. Truth to tell, the boy prodigy fitted ill 
into circumstances as he found them. Natverally he hated those circum- 
stances aud being a poet concentrated his anger on individuals. And s0 
Mr. Hocking starts off by taking sides with Thomas and painting with 
bitter satire and contempt the footling old physician, Dr. Barrett, 
and the cowardly and sadistic attormey, Lambert, to whom young 
Chatterton was articled. Now just because the author “takes sides” 


it needed all the genius of Peter Ridgeway and the moving and. 
passionste sincerity of his acting to force the character of young. 


Thomas into its rightful prominence in the first act. But once away from 
Bristol, once granted the intelligent sympathy of poor Peter Green, a 


broken-down, drink-sodden writer, and the character of the tormented 


young genius b!ossoms forth and expresses a poignancy that it will be 
difficult to forget. Now both actor and author move up te a higher 


dramatic plane; circumstances rally t) the struggle with Attic inevitability; , 


Lord Mayor and lovely lady, literary snob and landlady—everything from 
the moon to the washstand collect in marshalled accident to crush the 


- impetuous infaut who has dared to flaunt bis soul and dream of values” 
timeless as the stars.

Break-up >?

evidences of a falling-off in this feature of 
I think they are right. And 


Several reasons may be advanced for the 


change. Some are economic and some are 
social. 


Economic CAUSES. 
Let us examine, first of all, the economic 


causes. It is a fact that, unfortunately, 
many of our people are compelled to live in 
homes which are very circumecribed in the 


matter of space. When all the members of 
the family are at home, there is much crowd- 


ing: and conditions, to say the least, are very 


uncomfortable. In many cases, during the 
day-time, the rooms are turned into work- 
shops, and the children, if they want to play, 
have to use the streets. They even find ita 
matter of difficulty to do their home-work at 
home. A still more lamentable fact is that 
many parents are compelled to work on the 
Sabbath. The old, beautiful re-unions omthe 
Sabbath Eve, the old tranquillity, with bours 
of quiet study on the Sabbath Day, are 
unknown. The home has ceased to be a 
“temple.” In some cases, the members of 
the family are scattered, working and living 
at considerable distances away from one 
another. 
SOcIAL CAUSES. 


Then, equally potent, are social causes 
which have contributed to the break-up of 
the old family life. Young people are no 
longer content with the simple amusements 
that satisfied their predecessors. There are 
more distractions, all of which tend to take 
them out of the home. Some of these amuse- 
ments, such as open-air sports, are healthy; 
others are not quite so wholesome. There is 
® further factor on which comment has more 
than once been made in this column. I refer 
to the fact that many Jewish parents came 
to this country from abroad, while their 
children were born and educated here. 
There has thus been a wide difference, not 
only of language but also of outlook and 
interests. This has also tended to sever 
family relationships. 


RELIGIOUS FACTORS. 

Closely connected with the causes to 
which 1 have referred are religious factors, 
Religion played an ‘important part im the 
old - fashioned. Jewish home. Religious 
observances were part of its simple pleasures. 
To-day, both Jewish education and Jewish 


observance have declined, and religion figures _ 


far less in the home, which has correspond- 
ingly loosened its hold on the family. 
Tas FurvurE? 

It will be obvious, from a mere statement 
of all these conditions, that some. ef them 
are beyond control while others result from 
changed times. Nevertheless, I would beg 
all my readers to remember that Jewish 
family site of eur 


which cannot be lightly surrendered without 
grievous loss to Jewry. It behoves all of us 
to do everything in our power to maintain it. 

e must try to make our homes beautifal— 
and Jewish. 1 hope that Young Israelites 


will regard that as one of their most sacred” 


duties. There are many ways in which they 
may contribute to this end, and I shall be 
happy to hear from my correspondents that 
this question is engaging their attention, 
I should like to make the suggestion that 
this is a problem which the Summer Sehools 
of young people about to be held might well 
discuss. I know of none more directly 
affecting the vital interests of our people and 
mone depending more om young Jewry for 
its solution.
